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LETTER FROM TILDEN, 


In Which He Reiterates His 
Decision of 1880 


Renouncing Re-election to the Presidency 


of the United States. 


Declining Health Prohibits His Par­ 
ticipation in Political Reform. 


N ew Yo r k , Ju n e l l . —The following letter has 
been furnished for publication: 
N ew Yo r k , Ju n e IO, 1884. 
To D aniel M anning, chairm an of the D em ocratic 
P late Com m ittee of New Y ork: 
In my letter of Ju n e is , 1880, addressed to tho 
delegates from the S tate of New York to the 
D em ocratic N ational Convention, I said: 
“ H aving now borne faithfully my full share of 
labor and care In the public service, aud w earing 
th e m arks of its burdens, I desire nothing so 
m uch as an honorable discharge. 
I wish to lay 
down the honors and toils of even quasi party 
leadership, and to seek tile repose of private life* 
“ In renouncing renom ination for Hie presidency 
I do so wttn no donut in my mind as to the vote 
of the S tate of New York or of the United States, 
but because I believe th at it Is renunciation of 
re-election to the presidency, 
“ To ttiose who think my renom ination and re-elec­ 
tion indispensable to an effectual vindication of 
the right of a people to elect their rulers, violated 
In my person, I lmve accorded as long a reserve of 
my decision as possible; but I cannot overcom e 
my repugnance to entering Into a new engage­ 
m ent which Involves four years of.ceaseless toil. 
“ The dignity of the presidential office is above 
a m erely personal am bition, but it creates iii 
me 
no illusion. 
Its 
value 
Is as 
a 
groat 
pow er for good to the country. 
I said four yoars 
ago in accepting tho nom ination: 
'K now ing 
as I do, 
therefore, 
from 
fresh 
experience 
how 
great 
the 
difference 
is 
between 
gliding through an official routine and w orking 
out a reform of system s and policies, it is impos­ 
sible for me to contem plate w hat needs to be done 
In the Federal adm inistration, w ithout an anxious 
sense of the difficulties of th e undertaking. 
If 
sum m oned by tho suffrages of my countrym en to 
attem pt this work, I shall endeavor, with God’s 
help, to be the efficient instrum ent of their will.’ 
“ Such a work of renovation after many years of 
m isrule, such a reform of system s and policies 
to which I would cheerfully have saeriticed all 
th at rem ained to me of health aud lite, is now, 
I fear, beyond my strength.” 
M y 1‘ u r p o .e t o W i t h d r a w 
from fu rth er public service and tho grounds of it 
were a t th a t tim e well known to you and to o th e rs; 
and w hen at C incinnati, though respecting my 
wishes yourself, you com m unicated to me an a p ­ 
peal from m any valued friends to relinquish th at 
purpose. 
I reiterated my determ ination uncon­ 
ditionally. 
In the four years which have since elapsed 
nothing lias occurred to w eaken, but everything 
to 
strengthen, 
tile 
considerations 
which 
induced my 
w ithdraw al 
from 
public 
life. 
To 
all 
who 
have addressed 
mo 
on 
tile 
subject my intention has 
been 
frankly com­ 
m unicated. 
Several 
of 
my m ost confidential 
friends, under sanction of th eir own nam es, have 
publicly stated my determ ination lo 
he 
irre­ 
versible. 
T hat 
I have occasion now to con­ 
sider the question 
is 
an 
event for w hich 
I 
have 
no 
responsibility. 
The 
appeal 
m ade 
to 
me 
by 
the 
D em ocratic 
m asses, 
w ith ap p aren t unanim ity, to serve them once 
more, is entitled to Hie most deferential consider­ 
ation, ana would inspire a disposition to do any­ 
thing desired of me, if it w ere consistent w ith my 
judgm ent of duty. 
I believe th a t there is no instrum entality in 
hum an society so potential in its influence upon 
m ankind for good or evil as Hie governm ental 
m achinery for adm inistering justice, and for m ak­ 
ing and executing laws. Not all the eleem osynary 
institutions of private 
benevolence to which 
philanthropists m ay devote th eir lives are so 
fruitful in benefits as the rescue aud preservation 
of this m achinery from the perversions th a t m ake 
It the Instrum ent of conspiracy, fraud and crim e 
against the m ost sacred rights aud interests of 
the people. 
For fifty years, as a private citizen, never con­ 
tem plating an official career, I have devoted at 
least as m uch thought aud effort to the duty of 
influencing aright the action of the goverm ental 
Institutions of my country as to all other object:!. 
I have never accepted official service except for a 
brief period for a special purpose, and only when 
the occasion seem ed to require from me tiiat 
S uorlU ce o f P r i v a t e P r e f e r e n c e , t o t h e P u b - ' 
lie W e l f a r e . 
I undertook the S tate adm inistration of New 
York because It w as supposed in th a t way only 
could Hie executive pow er be array ed on the side 
of the reform s to which as a private citizen 
I had given three re a rs of my life. 
I accepted the nom ination for the presidency in 
1876 because of Hie general conviction th at my 
candidacy would b est present the issue of reform 
which the D em ocratic m ajority of tho people de­ 
sired to have worked out in the F ederal govern­ 
m ent, as it had been in Hie State of New York. 
I believed ttiat 
I had strength enough then 
to renovate the adm inistration of the govern­ 
m ent of the U nited States, and a t the close of my 
term to hand over the great tru st to a successor 
faithful to the sam e policy. 
Though anxious to 
seek 
Hie 
repose 
of 
private 
life, 
I never­ 
theless 
acted 
upon 
the 
idea 
th a t 
every 
pow er 
Is 
a 
tru st 
aud 
involves 
a 
duty. 
In reply to the address of the com m ittee com m u­ 
nicating my nom ination, I depicted the difticul- 
iies of Hie undertaking and likened my feelings 
in engaging In it to those of a soldier entering 
cattle; but I did not w ithhold the entire consecra­ 
te!! of my powers to Hie public service. 
Tw enty years of continuous m aladm inistration, 
under tho dem oralizing influences of intestine 
w ar and bad finance, have infected Hie whole 
governm ental 
system of 
the 
U nited 
S tates 
w ith the 
cancerous 
grow ths 
of 
false con­ 
structions 
aud 
corrupt 
practices. 
Pow ­ 
erful classes have acquired pecuniary in terests 
in official abuses, and Hie m oral standards of the 
people have been im paired. 
To redress these 
evils Is a w ork of great difficulty and labor, and 
cannot be accom plished w ithout Hie m ost ener­ 
getic and efficient personal action on the part of 
the chief executive of the Republic. 
The canvass and adm inistration, which It Is 
desired th a t I should undertake, would em brace a J 
period of nearly five years, nor eau I adm it any 
illusion as to their burdens. 
T hree years of 
experience 
In 
the 
endeavor 
to 
reform 
the 
m unicipal 
government. 
of 
the 
city 
of 
New York, and two years of experience iu reno­ 
vating the adm inistration of tho S tate of New 
York, have m ade me fam iliar w ith the require­ 
m ents of such a work. 
At the present tim e the considerations which in­ 
duced my action in 1880 have become im perative. 


I O u g h t N o t to A s s u m e a T a l k 
which I have not the physical strength to carry 
through. 
To reform the adm inistration of the 
F ederal governm ent, to realize my own ideal and 
to fulfil the ju st expectations of the people, would 
Indeed w arrant, as they could alone com pensate, 
the sacrifices which 
the 
undertaking would 
.Involve. 
But In my condition of advancing years 
and declining strength, I feel no assurance of my 
ability to accom plish those objects. 
I ani there­ 
fore constrained to say, definitively, that I cannot 
notv assum e the labors of an adm inistration or of 
a canvass. 
U ndervaluing in no 
wise th a t hest gift of 
heaven—the occasion and Hie power som etim es 
bestow ed upon a m ere Individual to com m unicate 
an im pulse for good; grateful beyond all words 
lo 
my 
fellow-countrym en 
who 
would 
as­ 
sign 
such 
a 
beneficent 
function 
to 
me, 
I am consoled by the reflection th at neither the 
D em ocratic party nor the republic, for whose fu­ 
ture th a t party is the best guarantee, is now, or 
ever eau be, dependent upou any one m an for 
th eir successful progress in th e path of a noble 
flestlny. 
M ating given to then welfare whatever health 


and strength I possessed or could borrow from 
toe future, and having reached the term of my 
capacity for such labors as their w elfare now 
dem ands, I but subm it to Hie will of God in 
deem ing my public carcer forever dosed.

A CRIMINAL ROMANCE. 


I n c e n d i a r i s m , R o b b e r y a n d 
M u r d e r C o m ­ 
m i t t e d by T w o S i s t e r s a n d T h e i r Lo ve rs 
—Y e a r s B e f o r e T h e i r D e t e c t i o n . 
W h e e l i n g , W. Va., Ju n e 14.—In the latter 
p art of A ugust, 1878. the house of George W il­ 
liams, In Roane county, w as robbed and burned. 
On Septem ber I ut Hie sam e year P eter Cook, a 
special constable, w ent to look into the m atter. 
Before leaving the place he said lie had found 
the guilty parties. 
Two days later Cook’s dead 
body w as found In an unfrequented m ountain 
road. 
All efforts to find the m urderers w ere un­ 
successful. Two years ago two sisters. M ary and 
Elite Ledsnn, w ere m arried on the sam e day to 
K. K. Reynolds and T ellium H all, all respectable 
parties, 
la due tim e a child was born to each. A 
m onth ago Hie m others took Hie cli iii! ten 
to 
church, both dressed alike. 
A m em ber of the 
W illiams 
fam ily 
recogniz’d 
the 
goods 
as 
p art 
of 
a 
piece 
in 
their 
house 
at tho 
tim e 
of 
the 
^robbery. 
file 
lim iter 
was 
reported to the authorities, and search revealed 
other articles taken from the W illiam s family, 
and also from Cook, Hie m urdered constable. All 
Hie parties w ere arrested. 
K. K. Reynolds yes­ 
terday made tho following confession: 
The girls were engaged to the men, now th eir 
husbands, a t Hie time of the W illiams robbery. 
The girls asked their father for money, but were 
refused. 
They were determ ined, then, to rob 
the 
W illiams 
house 
for 
850, 
which 
they 
Knew it contained, and burned the house to con­ 
ceal their crim e. 
The father caught them before 
they could get aw ay and paid §85 to W illiams and 
helped him to rebuild ills house in order to keep 
the m atter quiet. Cook Hu n m ade his appearance, 
which frightened Hie girls into confessing their 
crim e to their lovers, who consulted with .Mr. 
Ledson. 
They determ ined to kill Cook, which 
they did, placing his body on Hie edge of a clift to 
encourage Hic idea th a t he had been throw n from 
his liorse and killed.

R A I N I E R . 


S ta te m e n t by th e C a p ta in o f a W re c k e d 
M a i n e V e s s e l—L i f e Among: t h e N a v u g e i. 
[San Francisco Chronicle, Juno ll.} 
Captain M orrison, late m aster of Hie A m erican 
ship Rainier, lost while on the voyage from Phila­ 
delphia to China and Jap an , arrived here on the 
City of Rio de Jan eiro on W ednesday, anil fur­ 
nishes the following description of the total de­ 
struction of ids vosscl: 
• 
Sailed from P hiladelphia A ugust 9, 1883, with 
73.000 
cases of petroleum , shipped by ami con­ 
signed to the China and Jap a n T rading Company, 
bound to Hiogo. Septem ber 19 crossed equator, 
O ctober 19 passed Capo of Good Hope, Novem ber 
88 passed Norlolk Island, passed east of New 
Caledonia and H ebrides. From latitude I Ii degrees 
south to ti degrees north through Hie m outh of 
Decem ber, experienced callus and battling n orth­ 
w est rain squalls. Jan u ary I took the easterly 
trad es near M a rg a rita island. Longitude \6 6 
degrees east, latitude i* degrees 40 m inutes 
north, passed eight miles west of said Island, steer­ 
ing northw est, expecting to m ake Lydia Island be­ 
fore dill k, but could not s e e it from fore-royal yard, 
which proved that the position laid down on my 
ch art was Incorrect. 
For caution, steered souili-. 
west, and at 9.30 p. in. ran on Hic w eather side of 
a half-tide reef. 
T he horizon boing dark and 
hazy, could not see it iii time for ship to answ er 
helm . soon after cam e oil squalls, wind and sea 
increasing, and ship rising and falling w ith de­ 
structive force, until about noon next day she 
bilged and went on beam ends, list off shore. 
Bv 
assistance of natives we were all tak en off through 
tile surf and landed on a little islet about ten 
miles from the w reck and were kindly cared for. 
Soon after the decks burst open and all the cargo 
washed out over the feet to sea. 
Then the m asts 
all w ent and the splendid new ship R ainier be­ 
cam e one m angled m ass of ruins. 
“ Jan u ary lo , tilted 
out and despatched the 
long-boat, w ith second m ate and four seam en, iii 
search of relief. 
We continued gathering wreck 
stuff to build a schooner forty feet long, which we 
accom plished M arch 18, when thirteen others 
with myself staried for and read ied .Jabot or 
Bonham island a lte r a rough passage of live 
days. 
Found tw o G erm an trading houses there 
strictly cm the m ake; not so hospitable as the na­ 
tives a t Ujat. 
By hiring money from them a t 5 
per cent, a m onth and giving my chronom eter 
aud s Intoner as security we m anaged to live, but* 
they would not send one of their schooners to re­ 
lieve my people left a t Uj»i. A pril 13, U nited 
States sloop-of-war Essex resent d tile crew on 
Ujai and then cam e to our relief at Jaln it, and 
sailed A pril 80 for Y okoham a, w here we arrived 
May 5. The long-boat’s crew was picked up by 
Hie English bark C alabria in sight of Ulan or 
A rm strong island Jan u ary 21, and then taken to 
Saigon. A rrived in M ardi and were sent lo Hong­ 
kong by steam er. 
“Genera) Mosby, the U nited States Consul, m ade 
tim ely exertion in procuring a governm ent steam er 
for our rescue, w inch proved so successful. On 
board the Essex we were received and entertained 
witii most cordial and generous hospitality by all 
the officers and crew. 
From .m y observations aud w hat I learned from 
Hie traders Hie charts of all coral reefs and islands 
of Hie M arshall group and surroundings should be 
blotted out and m arked “ position and existence 
doubtful” until they have been surveyed. 
Tile 
Essex was fourteen hours hunting for I 'jai after 
lier arrival at the position laid down on the charts. 
(in May Hi w ent on board the A m erican steam ­ 
ship City of Rio de Janeiro, bound to San F ran ­ 
cisco, w here we arrived Ju n e 4 in Hie ullcm oou.

G rant 
availed 
himself of the absence of 
W ilily to 
visit 
Ids wife, 
and 
although 
their 
conduct 
w as talked of as scandalous, Mr. W ilily appeared 
blind to the real condition of affairs. On W ednes­ 
day m orning he left ids Iconic, intending to be ab­ 
sent a couple of days, and on Hie evening of his 
departure G rant went to Mrs. W illits and stayed 
o v ern ig h t, in spite of the opposition of lier son 
H enry. H enry left Hie house enraged aud stopped 
over night w ith a friend near bv. 
Iii the m ottling 
when he went hom e ids m otlier was missing. 
He 
waited until noon, but siie failed to appear. Then 
lie w ent to his fath er’s room and found the door 
locked. 
He succeeded iii effecting ail entrance 
and found th a t a small iron safe in which Ills father 
had 
kept 
all 
Ids 
valuables 
had 
been 
burst open and the contents rilled. 
He knew 
bis lath er kept a large sum of money in m e house. 
C ontrary lo expectation. 
Hie 
father returned 
sooner than expected. 
The son explained Hie 
situation aud said th at his m other had eloped with 
G rant. 
Mr. Willig was overcome with grief, aud 
had to be put to lied. 
lie was taken with a vio­ 
lent lit of coughing, ami soon after blood began to 
flow from bis mouth. A physician was sum m oned, 
who said th at the shock had been too much for 
him. 
In 
despair Hie son m ounteu a horse 
aud started in pursuit of hts recreant m otlier. 
G rant 
and 
his 
param our 
iiad 
been seen 
driving south iii an open carriage. 
W illig cam e 
upon tile pair at G orm an’s tavern, a few miles 
from lien*. 
He asked Ids m otlier to come home 
will) hun and give him the money she had stolen. 
She laughed 
aud looked at G rant, who also 
laughed and told Hie young m an th at lie ought 
to be asham ed to insult Ins own m other. The 
enraged youth then sprang a t G rant and struck 
him in the face. G rant grappled him and easily 
put bim to Hie floor. 
He heat 
aud 
kicked 
tile 
buy 
about 
Hie 
head 
and 
face until 
Mrs. 
W illig said: 
“ T hat 
will 
do. 
Jab ez.” 
As soon as lie was released W ilily drew a re­ 
volver and fired three shots a t G rant, each of 
which took effect in ids body. G rant’s injuries 
are fatal. 
W ilily surrendered and was placed 
under 83UOO bail to aw alt Hie result of G ran t’s 
injuries. G rant said th at lie had been crim inally 
intim ate w ith Mrs. Wilily for over two years, 
th a t slit had proposed to hun to elope, and th at 
siie had the stolen money and nailers in lier 
possession. 
He is a hard, brutal 
m an, and 
Ins wife 
has 
received 
many 
beatings 
at 
Ins 
hands 
for 
venturing 
to 
rem onstrate 
against his intim acy with M is. Willig. 
His death 
was reported tills afternoon. 
Din ing Hie excite­ 
m ent th at followed the shooting Mrs. W illig es­ 
caped, and no trace of her could be tumid. 
Be­ 
sides Hie $7000. she had in lier possession all the 
titles of lier husband's property, 
it is supposed 
she lied to Baltim ore, aud a telegram has been 
sent to tile m arshal of police in th a t city to inter­ 
cept lier. 
Mr. Wilily is sinking, and can only sur­ 
vive a few hours. 
The sym pathy of the commu­ 
nity is with young Wilily.

canals,

sounds, channels, etc., across 
the peninsula of Florida by canal to tho G nu of 
M exico; thence following the chain of sounds,

T he gelatine contain* a great abundance of nitro­ 
gen. and readily pol rifles when m oistened w ith 
w ater and left standing In the a ir; In this way the 
nitrogen becomes fit for the nourishm ent of plants, 
tad cause* an extrem ely rapid and vigorous vege- 
Jttlon. 
The forcing cower which finely-powdered bone- 
1 net exercised upon vegetable grow th is ow ing to 
.ne gelatine it contains. 
G elatine does not tak e on the putrefactive pro­ 
bes* when air aud roolstnre are excluded. 
The earthy constituenla of bones are com posed 
principally of photphai-t o f lim e, which Iii like 
m anner exerts an exceedingly beneficial Influence 
upon the grow th or plants, and in especial Is very 
favorable to the developm ent and form ation of the 
seed. H ence the abundant produce of healthy 
grain after dressing w ith bone-dust. 
Besides this substance bones contain carbonate 
of lime, and also, for the m ost part. some fat. 
Both these substances, how ever, m ay be disre­ 
garded in form ing a decision upon the m anuring 
properties of bone. 
H ence bones are to be regarded as stem and 
leaf form ers, or as root. seed or m ain form ers. 
If 
both objects are to be attained, then the whole 
boce must be u se d ; tf only root and grain grow ­ 
ing Is intended, then th e phosphate of lime Is to 
tie regarded. 
Bones arc therefore to be studied, first, as 
e n tire; second, as deprived ot a pertioii of their 
gelatine; third, as deprived of all of their anim al 
parts. 
First, as en tire bone;

bout s, butchers* bones, and such as are usually 
throw n aside as useless, or to the dogs, after the 
m eat has been cooked and rem oved for the fam ily.

But dry-ground fish, com­ 
posted with potash to neutralize the acid, m akes 
a valuable m anure for m ost crops, and, with a 
sufficiency of potash, would make a good dressing 
for grass. 
For turnips it would require bul little 
of the fish to be com bined w ith potash, and a much 
larger quautity of phosphate of lime to be added.

An Im p ortan t Q u estio n . 
I have four acres of strong loam land,ana would 
would like to make it rich enough by top-dressing 
will! m anure from eight lull-grown anim als to 
produce liay enougn to w aiter them.

A cow fed on nothing but hay should have 3 per 
cent. of lier live weight of it a day. Estimating 
your cows to weigh 700 pounds each, it would 
require for your eight cows fifteen tons, if they 
w ere fed 180 days w ttn hay. 
This would require three and three-fourths tons 
of hay from each acre. 
You can get this quantity 
by two cuttings, but I doubt the possibility of get­ 
ting the land rich enough to do this with the 
m anure from eight anim als fed on liny alone; bu t 
lf fed with oil-meal In addition to the hay, I have 
no question you can do It on a strong loam not 
subject to drought, or having a superabundance of 
m oisture.

No practical use can be made of bones till they 
are crushed into verv sm all b its; these, even of 
hall-inch size, called half-inch bones, are now 
rarely used. Bones should he grouud as fine as 
men!; the finer ground the better. 
In this state a 
pile of meal, it m oistened, soon heats, ferm enta­ 
tion sets in, aud the gelatine evolves from 4 to 6 
per cent, of ii* weight as pure am m onia. 
This 
ferm entation has its value if excited iii bonemeal 
before using it as a m anure, 
lf am m onia escapes, 
which is easily know n by flu smell, this valuable 
clem ent eau lie retained by sprinkling the pile 
with a few pounds of plaster, 
lf it were easy to 
reduce boites, lu th eir eu tire state, to pow der, its 
anim al ] art could be easily retain ed ; but how ever 
perfectly tills process may be effected, still the 
amouut of law , or entire bones, will be alw ays 
very small com pared with bones from which a 
portion of the anim al m atter bas been rem oved. 
This leads to the second part of the subject—bone 
as deprived of a portion of its gelatine. 
This is effected by a continued and long boiling 
In the open air, skim m ing off the ta t and gelatine 
a t they arise to tho surface of the w ater; or better, 
by sle;uuing under a pressure of lour or five 
pounds to the inch, by which the gelatine is re­ 
moved. and may be ex tracted as glue. Tills leaves 
the bone porous, and. as tile w ater Im m ediately 
fills the pores, the bone, weighs nearly as m uch as 
it did before Ironing. 
By long bolling or steam ing 
and separating the fat and glue. the bones lieeome 
soft and pliable while warm , but hard and brittle 
when cold. 
In this state bone readily breaks and 
•tsHy grinds.

Bones can also be reduced to pow der by boiling 
them in a caustic alkaline lye for a few bour*. 
Practical experience has show n th a t In this State 
it Is In Its m ost valuable agricultural form , as It 
com bines the alkalies with phosphate of lime and 
ammonia. 
Thirdly. Boite deprived of all lls anim al lu st­ 
ier. calcined or burned bone, boue-asll. 
Boul.s are easily reduced to the shite of ash by 
ailing them un with a little light wood, aud firing 
Hie mass. 
Tho bones continue burning till re­ 
duced to w hiteness, becom ing b rittle as pipe­ 
stem s aud very easy to grind. 
By this mode all 
animal m atter is burned up. 
• 
They no longer contam gelatine and nitrogen, 
and can accordingly exercise a forcing action on 
tim soil 
only when 
conjoined with 
azotized 
inanities. 
Their two principal constituents are phosphoric 
acid and lime, two substances, therefore, th a t are | 
of great im portance to plants in the form ation of 
their seed. 
They can, however, develop their 
seed-forming power only when the plants to which 
they are applied are supplied at the sam e lime 
with substances that form their strictly vegetable : 
flails, aud m ote partictiluilv with such as contain ! 
nitrogen or am m onia. Inasm uch as plants m ust 
vigorously put forth stein, leaves, etc., before 
they can produce good and plentiful seeds.

It will he finer ground and 
m ore effective from the chem ical action of Hie 
•ulohatc of am m onia on the phosphate of lime. 
The same result Is attained by tile addition of 
SOO pounds of n itrate of soda to 1700 pounds 
of ground C harleston phosphate; this does not 
give 
an 
i qual am ount of 
nitrogen as when 
su lp h ate of am m onia is used, but the alkali in the 
intl ate ol soda more than com pensates for the de­ 
ficiency of nitrogen.

C a lf R earm s;. 
Calf rearing m ight be made much more profit­ 
able than it is. 
It is a common practice to sell 
calves when only four weeks old, or as soon as it 
I s possible to dispose of them . This practice rids 
Hie fanners of Hie calf in a short Ume.but does not 
bring so pro filab len re tu rn as it should. 
Calves 
should be kept till six m onths or a year old, and 
be well fed, so as to weigh 500 or (loo pounds at 
six m onths, and 800 to 1000 pounds a t one year 
old. 
Such calves would sell at a price th at would 
well repay the ow ner for raising them . 
A pound 
of m eat can be produced a t a much less cost by 
leediuiba young anim al than by feeding an older 
one. Careful experim ents conducted by D r. J , B. 
Lowes of England clearly prove th a t the cost of 
putting on live 
w eight 
is Iii 
proportion to 
the 
age 
aud 
size of 
the 
anim al. 
It 
costs 
much 
less 
to produce 
lo o pounds 
ol flesh bv feeding a thrifty calf than it does to 
produce Hie same weight ct flesh by feeding a 
tUrec-year-old steer. 
The aim of our farm ers 
should be lo produce their m eat iii the cheapest 
m anner, and w'ith this object in view they should 
feed th eir calves well, and feed them several 
moiling, so us to produce as much flesh a* possible 
at a low rate of eosl. 
Farm ers Begin to suppose 
th a t lo produce large, fat calves Is very expensive 
and 
not 
profitable, 
aud 
tliluk 
thai 
they 
cannot afford to do 
It. They 
associate the 
production 
of 
large 
calves 
with leeding of 
large quantities of whole m ilk—perhaps giving 
one calf two or three cows to teed nom . 
Such 
practice, however, is not essential In 
rearing 
large 
calves. 
It 
is 
not 
even 
necessary 
to give them all the 
new 
milk from one 
cow , only for the first few days. 
Large calves eau 
be raised on skim milk 
aud certain kinds of grain 
and grass, and even 
oil whey and grain and 
glass. 
The food m ust be properly com bined, 
proportioned and prepared, and Lie fed In sufficient 
quantities. Few farm ers teed their calves enough. 
calves are large fe e d e r^ a u d am ple supplies m ust 
be furnished it Hie best results are ti) be obtained. 
II is Hie ex tra food Which brings tile profit, 
A 
large p a rt of Hie iyod eaten Is used for sustaining 
the lite of the anim al, aud m e surplus beyond the 
needs of the system tor this purpose goes tor Hie 
increase ot flesh, 
't he more Hie anim al can be 
made to eat aud digest the more profitable It be­ 
comes to feed it. 
HOW TO FR KO THE CALVES. 
The calf should be fed freely with Its m other’s 
milk for the first week or leu days of its lite to 
afford It a lair start in the world, 
th e calf may, 
how ever, be taken from Us m other the third day 
ai^d taught lo drink, feeding warm new milk to It 
at first. 
Iii a few days tt m aybe fed with milk 
skim m ed at tw elve hours, aud gradually w ith fully 
skimmed milk. l o Hie skim m ed milk. gl ue! made 
of llaxsfcu should he added, or th a t m ade of Un- 
seed-oll cake. 
T uft gruel being rich iu fatty or 
oily substances supplies the place of Hie cream 
winch has been removed from the milk. Professor 
E. VV. .Stewart, author of a valuable work oil 
• Feeding Animal*,” s . vs that the skim milk 
ration “ may be m ade about as nutritious as Hie 
1 new m ilk by adding to it flaxseed gruel, mane 
by bolhng a pint 
ot 
flaxseed 
aud a 
pint 
of ollineal In ten to twelve quarts of w ater, or flax- 
s en alone In six tim es its hum of w ater; mix this 
i one to two parts with skim milk and feed blood 
warm, 
lait the ca f have its till twice per day, at 
regular limes, until six months old. 
D uring this 
tim e leach it lo eat a few oats, and, in case of a 
j tendency lo scour, give for a meal or two in the 
I milk a quart of coarse wheat flour. 
It will he per­ 
ceived that the oil of Hie flaxseed will m ake good 
! the loss of the cream iu the m ilk; in fact, it i* a 
ration ips rieii as milk itself, and we have seen 
calves raised upon it quite the equal of calves run- 
! nhig wiili the aam . 
We have also used flaxseed 
and peam eal to m ake gruel to mix with the skim 
! milk, and it has proved uu^xcelleut com bination.” 
I In giving directions (or feeding a calf one week old 
upon skim milk, Professor Hie w art says: " lf flax­ 
seed is difficult to procure, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of uilmcul per day, dissolved in hot w ater. 
This clinical may be doubled In a week, grad­ 
ually increasing to one pound per day; lull this 
will be sufficient up to sixty days old. W h en the 
calf is sixty days old add one pound of oats or 
oatm eal or w heat middling*. 
Continue this tor 
sixty days.Tw enty pounds skim m ilk per day will 
be sufficient for first ninety days, bu t no injury will 
occur from a larger ration as Hie calf grows older. 
For the next ninety days. if Hie milk Is short, feed 
only ten pounds of skim milk, aud increase the 
oats or m iddlings to ten pounds per day. 
We 
have advised linseed biblical, because it 's excel­ 
lent for the health 
of 
Hie calf, aud, as we

New process linseed meal is now gradually 
taking Hie place of the old style otlmeal, the 
difference being tiiat Hie oil is reduced to 2V* per 
cent.; but oilmen! may be dispensed with, and 
oatm eal or m iddlings used in its stead, w ith skim 
m ilk.” 
A w riter iii Hie New England Farm er 
states that he found th a t finely-ground ryem eai, 
fed with skim milk, produced excellent results 
and obviated the tendency of skim milk to pro- 
: duce constipation, otten followed by diarrhoea. 
SKIM MILK FOB CALVES. 
Even skim milk alone, lf fed Iii sufficient quan- 
! tity, will produce a rem arkably thrifty growth. 
Mr. C. II. Farnum of Concord, N. IL , a few years 
I ago bought a calf four weeks old th at weighed 160 
I pounds. He fed It wholly with skim m ilk, except- 
I iitg during Hie last three m onths shorts were 
i auded. 
W hen the call was I year old it girted 
six feet aud five inches, and weighed 1200 pounds. 
Ills dressed weight was 002 pounds, aud lie sold 
for $00 20. 
A nother instance of large calves pro­ 
duced on skim milk is th a t of the “ Ellsw orth 
tw lus,” dropped A pril 2, 1870. 
T heir food the 
flr*t sum m er was sour milk, ollineal and grass. 
They weighed on the 2d of October, wiien 6 
m ouths old, 1340 pouuds, aud when I year old, 


1060 pounds. 
These instances show th a t large 
calves can be raised on skim milk. 
WHEY-FF.D CALVES. 
W iley, when supplem ented with other food, m ay 
be used for leeding calves. 
W hey alone would he 
a very poor food, consisting m ostly of w ater, milk, 
sugar, some album inous m aterial and m ineral 
m atter. 
By adding to this whey a substance rich 
in album inous m aterial, like ollm eal, It m ay be 
m ade suitable for feeding calves. 
Oilmenl con­ 
tains 28 per cent, of muscle-forming food, 2 per 
cent, of oil, and 8 per cent. of ash. 
The ash is 
m ostly phosphate of lime, m agnesia, potash, etc., 
Just w hat is needed for the bony traffic of the calf. 
P rofessor S tew art says th a t one-quarter of a 
pound of 
ollmeal 
or otleake, 
dissolved In 
hot wliey, added to each gallon of whey, will 
m ake a good feed for a calf ten days or two 
w eeks old. 
W hen the calf Is th ree or four weeks 
old add a q uarter of a pound, 
or an equal 
am ouut of w heat bran, ground oats or barley to 
each gallon of whey. 
This oil m eal, bran or ('ais 
will m ake the whey about equal to milk. 
The 
cost of tills extra food would be only about five or 
s i, dollars to feed a calf six m onths, allow ing the 
calf to take four gallons of tile whey m ixture 
dally. 
Professor Stew art says th a t he has known 
m any calves fed in th a t way which weighed 500 
pounds when six m onths pld. A large num ber of 
calves m ight be reared on the whey which is pro­ 
duced a t the cheese factories. Mr. I. H. W urzor 
of Elgin cream ery, Illinois, has had considerable 
experience In feeding calves on whey. 
A fter the 
calves are four weeks old, tie feeds them on oil- 
m eal, oats ami bran mingled with whey. One 
year he raised 120 calves on this ration, and sold 
them a t an average of about $21 per head when 
they were seven piontns old. 
LITTLE THINGS REQUIRING ATTENTION. 
M any little things require attention in the suc­ 
cessful raising of calves. 
The food m ust be given 
a t about tile tem perature of 98°. or about tile tem ­ 
p eratu re that the m ilk is as it com es from the cow, 
and a therm om eter m ust be used iii order to lie 
exact about It. 
No one can guess within several 
degrees, and lf the food Is given too cold or too 
w arm it is Hallie to Injure the anim als. A w riter in 
the New England F arm er, speaking of this m atter, 
s a y s:. “ Until the calf I* 8 weeks old the milk is 
given a t blood heat, 98°, a therm om eter being 
used every tim e, as one’s judgm ent of de­ 
grees of tem perature may be greatly influenced 
by circum stances. 
Tile only sure and safe way 
I* to use the therm om eter. A very few degrees’ 
variation may cause the calf a fit of sickness. 
We 
never like to see a calf shiver after drinking, for 
we alw ays expect to see it scour within tw enty- 
four hours unless It he w arm ed tip by rubbing or 
otherw ise im m ediately.” 
W hen calves are taught 
to drink it is advisable to put Iii Hie bottom of 
their feeding 
trough a 
piece 
of leather 
or 
som ething of the kind for them to suck when e a t­ 
ing. so th at the saliva of the m outh will be m ingled 
w ith the lo ai, and thus facilitate digestion. W hen 
the calf drinks w ithout anything of the kind, he 
swallows his food so quickly th a t very little saliva 
is mingled with it. 
Au English w riter, hi regard 
to th ls. says: “ In the m atter of giving their food, 
a wide difference will 
be seen in the appear­ 
ance of two calves, the cue fed by a care­ 
ful, painstaking hand, the other allowed 
to 
gulp 
down its 
food 
w ithout 
tim e for the 
adm ixture with 
Hie 
saliva. 
It 
is a very 
im portant m atter, aud one on which success or 
failure ver# treq u en tly depends. The n earer Hie 
process of feeding is approxim ated to the slow but 
beneficial act of sticking Hie better. 
Those calves 
which are iii the habit of drinking much too fast 
are generally detected by a 
glance at their 
‘paunchy’ condition; 
hence 
the advantage of 
using a properly constructed calf feeder.” 
The 
calves should be supplied with a little hay or 
g rass daily after they are a week old. 
W hatever 
the diet is composed of, it should be supplied In 
am ple Quanti y, so th a t they m ay grow rapidly. 
By properly feeding the calves until they are six 
m onths or a year old calf rearing can be made a 
profitable branch of farm nidus ry. The practice 
or selling calves at four weeks of age should bo 
discontinued by all t'iriftv farm ers.—[Sun. 


Farming: on Business Principles. 
As agriculture Is the great business of the people 
of tills country, being followed, as it is, by three- 
filths of Hie population, It ought to be the most 
accurately defined and best understood occupa­ 
tion. 
But this Is found to be far from Hie fact. 
T here is, probably, less thought bestowed upon 
agricultural operations than upon any other busi­ 
ness. 
F anning em braces a great variety of oper­ 
ations, each of which should be carefully studied, 
aud the cost of each special production well de­ 
fined. 
But w hat propel Hon of fanners can tell 
the actual cost of producing an acre of w heat or 
other grain, the cost of raising a steer or colt to 
m arketable age. the cost of producing a pound of 
b u tter or cheese, the cost of growing wool or of 
any other 
agricultural 
production? 
F arm ers 
generally believe 
th at 
the 
m argin oil 
agri­ 
cultural* products Is less than on* an i matim 
fact ii i cd product, but they cannot be certain of 
this till thev careiully estim ate the cost of theirs. 
Since thev Weep no account of the co*t of their 
crops, or the cost of th eir anim als or lhelr prod­ 
ucts, they have no m eans of determ ining their real 
profits, 
it Is only a vague im pression. 
But let us 
ask then) w hat they suppose would he the condi­ 
tion of our various m anilla H irers if they kept no 
more account of their operations than do farm ers 
of theirs? Can we conceive of a successful busi­ 
ness in the m nnutacture of iron, of steel rails, of 
cotton or woollen goods, of the m ining aud m ar­ 
keting of coal and Iron ore, w ithout keeping any 
account of the cost of these operations? Suppose 
our m erchants w ere Iii Hie habit of conducting 
th eir business w ithout keeping any account of their 
purchases or sales, how long would they con­ 
tinue in business? It will not be pretended that 
any other business could bo successfully carried 
on In Hic loose way in which farm ing Is done. Vet. 
lf we com pare the average condition or farm ers 
with th at of m erchants, or m echanics, or m anu­ 
facturers, we shall find th at ten in other occupa­ 
tions fail to one farm er. 
It is tru e th at the aver­ 
age farm er never hold en large property, but lie 
supports him self and family, pays his obligations 
In full, and lays up a sm all capital, wine i is 
usually invested In land. 
W hat do these facts 
prove? Certainly not th at The farm er Is a good 
business m an, but agriculture m ust be fairly 
profitable, since Its operators get a more certain 
support, accum ulate more 
property, and a re 
really more Independent, having I Hie or no busi­ 
n g s principles, than other classes with miicii 
b elter business ta le n t: and tho conclusion m ust 
follow th at agriculture is the b est paying business. 
Many kinds bf m anufacturing are carried on 
with a very small percentage of profit, but every 
elem ent Is well studied, and the cost reduced lo 
the lowest possible point, so th a t when the busi­ 
ness is conducted on a large scale very large 
aggregate profits are made. 
Suppose tile farm er 
were to study his business as carefully as the 
m anufacturer, lopping off all w astes in feeding, 
including that g reatest waste of keeping young 
anim als Iii store condition w ithout grow th, and 
with no com pensation for the food ex; ended; 
weed out Ids cows th at do not pay for I heir keep­ 
ing, selecilngoniy those th at pay the largest profit; 
perfect every process Iii Hie m anufacture of dairy 
products, so th at Ids b u tter and cheese shall lead 
the m arket rates; study the com bination of foods 
iii the production of milk, th a t lie may produce it 
at the lowest ra te ; keep Ids farm team in an 
effective condition and alw ays at work, th at it may 
not impoverish him by consum ing biod w ithout 
service; study the adaptability of Ids land for Hie 
various crops, keeping an account with each 
held. th at he may know w hether he m akes or 
bises by the operation; study the dem and aud smi- 
ply.cf tile m arket f >r Ids Various surplus crops, 
Unit he may sell intelligently; w ith alt lids knowl­ 
edge to guide him, Hie farm er won d have no 
d o u lit about agriculture being a paying bustm ss. 
It has been a very prevalent idea among farm ers 
th a t their business could not be carried on on a 
large scale, like m anufacturing, w ithout incurring 
certain lo*s, and Hits opinion was ba*ed upon such 
a m anner of farm ing as tiiey w ere fam iliar with, 
carried on w ithout system ; and In this view they 
w ere quite correct. 
But D alrvm ple. in w orking 
25,OOH acres in w heat, lias show n ti) rn w hat may 
be done with Hie system and application of busi­ 
ness 
principles. 
H e has 
proved 
th a t with 
large 
capital 
and 
im m ense 
operations 
in 
w heat 
raising, 
Hie 
application 
of 
strict 
business 
principles 
is 
quito 
as im portant 
in agriculture as in any other business. 
Profits 
w ere so large th at a single crop would pay Hie 
w hole value of the land. 
Any class of m anufac­ 
tu rers would be highly gratified with suet) a 
m argin of profits. 
Every operation is reduced to 
a strict system . 
H ours of labor are as strictly 
carried out as In a cotton factory. All the team s 
on each division of the farm sta rt a t Hie sound of 
a bell, and each accom plishes a uniform am ount 
of work. T he ploughing, harrow ing and drilling 
require 
a 
definite 
length of 
tim e for the 
given num ber of 
acres. 
The 
grain is cut 
bv 
self-binding 
reapers, 
and 
men 
follow 
and shock It as fast as cut. 
E verything Is well 
| adjusted to the work to he done, and cost per 
I acre or bushel can easily be determ ined. 
H ere 
J all the elem ents are as definitely controlled as In 
a steel rail mill. 
It Is quite true th at diversified 
farm ing is som ew hat more com plicated, b u t as 
usually carried on upon m oderate-sized farm s 
It does not require 
any intricate book-keep­ 
ing, and every ta n n e r may have everything as 
com pletely reduced to a system as is w heat grow­ 
ing on the bonanza fauns. We regard this m atter 
of Hie farm er’s studying carefully every process 
of his diversified farm ing, ana keeping an accu­ 
rate account of the cost of. production in each, 
together with am ount realized,as absolutely essen­ 
tial to a m ast ry of Dis business. 
W heu he lias 
done tiffs he will have no difficulty in determ ining 
which specialties pay him a profit, and which he 
should abandon.—[Stock Journal. 


Dairy T e s ts . 
F or years I have weighed the milk of every cow 
a t every m ilking. 
A spring balance hangs on the 
platform behind the cows, and as a cow Is milked 
the pail is hung on the scale and the w eight noted; 
the palls weigh two and a half pounds each, and 
this is deducted and toe w eight of the milk is 
m arked on a paper block which hangs on the wall 
w ith a pencil hanging by a string near ic. 
Eacn 
cow has a num ber, and under this Is m arked the 
column of w eights of altin. 
Each w eek, on S atur­ 
day evening, Hie sheet is taken to the dairy-room 
and tiled aw ay, after having been copied in tho 
m ilk book iii which every cow has a page. 
Thus, 
at 
a 
glance 
m ay 
be seen 
precisely w hat 
each 
cow 
is 
doing, 
and 
if 
any 
unusual 
change occurs Iii the yield the cause for it Is 
sought for. 
This Is equal In value to a whole 
library of dairy books. 
It tells exactly the value 
of different feeds; the Injury from a storm ; the 
effect of cold; the result of any disturbance of a 
Cow,or a change ut m ilker; and one cannot fall to 
m ake Inquiry or take notice In regard to any fall­ 
ing off or increase In Hie milk, because ii is 
brought so clo*ely to his attention. 
To test the 
cream I have flve-lueli cream gauges m arked with 
Inches and tenths witli a three-cornered file. They 
can be procured ready m arked, but It Is well to 


test them , because careless work is done in other 
places I resides the dairy. 
Now and then a gauge 
Is filled up to the five-inch m ark w ith milk from a 
cow, and the gauge is put aw ay In a little glass 
closet in the stable, in which there is also a th e r­ 
m om eter. 
This l« sufficient for all purpose*, 
and 
is 
very tittle 
trouble. 
L don’t think 
any person who proposes to test a cow’s milk by 
churning it separately has ever done It In a dairy 
th a t has been run for profit, and in which the 
dairym an’s tim e is worth more than Hie advantage 
of th is comes to. 
I have tried it once or twice 
with each of my cows, aud I find the gauge test 
equally trustw orthy. The behavior of Hie milk 
and cream , the ripening of the cream and the pro­ 
duction of b u tter are all more or less closely iden­ 
tified w ith chem ical operations, and tem perature 
Is one of the m ost im portant chem ical agencies. 
No person can tell w ithin ten or fifteen degrees 
w hat the tem perature of w ater or tile air Is, be­ 
cause the sensations of heat and cold are relative. 
On a hot day a cellar will feel chilly, while on a 
cold day it will (eel warm, and yet the therm om ­ 
eter In it m ay not have changed one degree. I here 
is no test equal to a therm om eter, and a dairy can­ 
not be well m anaged w ithout one. 
By strictly 
regulating the tem perature In every operation, 
from setting the milk to Hie churning and the final 
w orking and packing of Hie butter, every pound 
of b u lter m ade lh a year, sum m er and w inter in­ 
cluded, m ay be made of unvarying quality. 
Tills 
Is rarely done, but It bas been done and Is done 
so often as to m age it a m atter ot practical cer­ 
tainty. 
And when 
the 
true Inw ardness—the 
science—of it is perceived we may see how reason­ 
able It Is. 
Therefore, every dairy should have one 
or two therm om eters in use, but they will not bein 
use unless they are exam ined every tim e th ^d atry 
is visited.— [A Pennsylvania D airym an. 
• 


S o ilin g P ie* in S u m m er. 
As the pig Is a grass-eating anim al, this taste 
for grass or roots should alw ays 
be gratified. 
M any farm ers have no pig pasture, and keep their 
pigs in a pen or pen and small yard. 
They seem 
quite to forget the nature of the pig, and tre a t 
him as if he w ere only fitted to digest grain or 
other concentrated food. This m ay be responsi­ 
ble for m any of his ailm ents. 
It is easy for the 
farm er to furnish clover or other green food to 
pigs In sum m er. This anim al is not very particu­ 
la r; th ere are many weeds til the garden th at he 
will tak e and return his thanks w ith a polite 
g runt. 
He appreciates all such attentions shown 
him , 
and 
wall 
testify 
it by b etter 
health 
and 
grow th. 
This 
is 
a 
m atter 
of much 
Im portance, 
as 
a bushel of corn fed 
with 
clover 
will 
often produce as much 
growth 
as a bushel and 
a 
half 
fed 
alone. 
Ani­ 
m als grow best when they are in good health 
and 
have 
a 
vigorous 
appetite, 
and 
Hie 
clover or other green food keeps th eir digestion, 
good. 
That great pest, tine Canada tlffstle, when 
the stalk Is green and succulent, is eaten with a 
genuine relish bv pigs. 
Iii tiffs condition this 
thistle is preferred to grass by many other ani­ 
m als on the farm s. 'When the clover is barre Hie 
pigs will cat it b etter ii it Is run through a cutter. 
Tiffs m ixes stalks and leaves so as to render It 
m ore succulent. 
The pig will eat more clover or 
grass than is generally supposed. 
Shoats of titty 
to eighty pounds will eat from six to eight pounds 
of green clover per day. We have found the best 
wav to feed it w as to run the clover through a cu t­ 
ter and mix with meal. In this way the clover and 
m eal was eaten together, and this mixing of 
the 
bulky 
and 
concentrated 
foods 
re­ 
sults in 
a 
m ore 
perfect 
digestion 
of 
the 
cornm eal or other ground food. 
We tried so ac­ 
curate an experim ent on this th a t Hie result Is 
not left to conjecture. 
We divided a litter of six 
pigs, and to th ree fed clover and cornm eal, and to 
the other th ree fed cornm eal alone, soaked in cold 
w ater. 
The latter, every two or three weeks. 
would be dainty iii eating, and appear to be fever­ 
ish, bu t after fasting, and taking only w ater for a 
day or tw o, would eat again for some weeks, when 
the sam e fasting period would be repeated. 
But 
the other three, fed on meal and clover, alw ays had 
a good appetite, and made a steady and rapid 
progress. 
Each lot ate the same am ount of corn­ 
meal, but those fed clover dressed nearly 30 j>er 
cent, the m ost. 
We have become thoroughly con­ 
vinced of the im portance of giving the pig green 
food In sum m er, aud some coarse tood, sucn as 
roots, pum pkins or short-cut clover hay, boiled or 
softened in w arm w ater in w inter, 
It does not 
require m uch tim e to bring to a lot of pigs clover 
or other green food, in yard or lien, during the 
sum m er. 
I t only requires IOO pouuds for a dozen 
pigs. 
We think" farm ers are generally well con­ 
vinced of the benefit of a good pasture for pigs, 
and soiling will take clio place of the pasture wheu 
the fan n er has none. 


P/ov in e E vergreen s. 
Mr. W. D. Boynton Inclines to prefer spring for 
transplanting evergreens, but th in k s “ the' when is 
not »o Im portant as Hie how,” and he gives these 
suggestions in reference to the necessary care: 
“ .My main precaution Is to secure the mould Im­ 
m ediately around the tree that contains m ost of 
the feeding roots iii a tree of sm all grow th. I have 
this lifted out carefully with the tree in the centre, 
as little disturbed as possible, and then w rap coarse 
slicking about Hie whole, draw ing it up around the 
trunk and tying firmly. 
I ii tiffs shape they can be 
loaded Into a wagon box that has a thick layer of 
straw in the bottom and taken home. They should 
he set oui at once, watered and staked. If they arc 
to be shipped, the mould must be detached, and 
moss w orked 
in among the roots and hound 
around them , w rapping coarse sacking around the 
whole, and fastening around the stem . The whole 
m ass is then m oistened, after which treatm ent 
thev will stand quite a journey. 
If the planter 
linos th a t the foots are at all dried lip when lie 
conics to set them our. the tree m ay as well be 
pitched into Hic brush-lieap at omce, for it will 
sooner or later find Its way there. N ever use 
m anure of any kind around the roots of a young 
evergreen n ee. 
Vegetable mould is good, but 
they do not need a rich soil. 
They should alw ays 
be staked firmly, for they offer a Huck top to Hie 
wind, and lf tw isted about Hie roots cannot get a 
hold. 
A fter explaining why more care Is required in 
the case of evergreen than deciduous trees, the 
W estern Farm er reports a course of treatm ent 
w hich, iii the w riter’s experience, has given excel­ 
lent resu lts; “ We aint to get all the roots possible 
and to preserve them perfectly from drying sun 
and wind. 
We find it very necessary to shorten 
the top of a vigorous evergreen, especially ut 
large-sized 
trees, som etim es one-half or more 
of 
the 
foliage, 
rem oved 
by 
clipping 
up 
Ute outside and top. 
Then 
to 
these 
pre­ 
cautions we add shade. 
W hen a long spell or 
m oist w eather follows the planting, or lit a very 
moist eiim aie, these precautions are not always 
needed, but to make success absolutely certain we 
insist on keeping off the sun and southw est wind 
front tho tree for a m onth or more after planting 
out. 
Tiffs may be done by n ic k in g stakes around 
and throw ing over them and the tree anything to 
screen ; even brush mid straw will answ er a good 
purpose. 
We have had every .branch of our ever­ 
greens dry up, except one or two which had the 
cover of a friendly sod for a few weeks. 
In Iowa 
and w estw ard this precaution of shading is abso­ 
lutely necessary.” —[Tri; une. 


S h n eo f o r M u tton . 
■Wool is more im portant in this country than 
m utton, and with the claim that the wool interests 
are not fostered by the governm ent, the breeders 
of sheep, instead of using their anim als for all the 
purposes to which they arc adapted, confine them ­ 
selves to a single production only, and com plain 
th at sheep are not profitable except under circum ­ 
stances th a t perm it only of unlim ited range over 
free pastures. 
But wool, while seemingly m ore 
Im portant than m utton, is really not as valuable 
if we take into consideration the facts pertaining 
to 
the 
breeding 
of 
sheep 
for 
wool 
and 
sheep for m utton, 
Our country Is so large, 
and some sections so distant from m arket, th a t 
breeders find it easier to clip and transport wool 
than m utton, and tney therefore direct their a tte n ­ 
tion to those breeds th at ex reiln wool production, 
tne consequence being th a t no people in the world 
have such inferior m utton as we have, 
it is im­ 
possible to find a dozen first-class sheep In IOO 
th a t arrive in m arket th at may he classed as ex­ 
cellent. Such sheep have been neglected in o rder 
to produce wool. 
It is easy to estim ate the differ­ 
ence in cost betw een the production ot wool and 
m utton, for, allowing th at wool is worth fifty 
cents a pound, Hie value of a fleece is not a largo 
sum ; but lf breeders will endeavor to breed sheep 
th a t I ossess desirable carcasses, with som ething 
else besides ribs and legs, not only would the in­ 
creased we gilt be a source of great profit, but we 
venture to say th a t the ex tra quality of m utton 
th a t is produced expressly for niaiket would 
of Itself add an additional item to the receipts, 
thereby increasing the profits. On some rail­ 
roads sheep are transported to m arket at so much 
each, and the large sheep are, therefore, the 
cheapest, as they sell by the pound when they 
arrive at th eir destination, and. although wool is 
easily baled and shipped, there is still considera­ 
ble labor in shearing and preparing the wool for 
shipm ent. 
There is a proportion of profit also 
front tile best m utton breeds in the shape of wool, 
even though it mav he inferior, but it is enough to 
pay the expense. The profit from sheep should be 
m ade as large as possible, and the addition of a 
few m ore pounds of wool to tm* clip will not com­ 
pensate for lack of size and quality I i i the carcass. 
In England they find the pi* lit lit m utton so 
great as to m ike sheep a necessary adjunct 
to Hie farm , which would not he the ca*e ll they 
bred for wool. 
W ith the increase of population iii 
this country com*** a greater dem and for good 
m utton, for we have but little of it, and th at de­ 
m and Is sure to increase. As it increases the Acid 
for breeding sheep is also widened, and if we are 
to com pete with A ustralia and dem and a tariff to 
protect us we will a t least be safe and secure 
ag ain st foreign com petition in the m utton supple. 
Of course we Aud m utton in Bur m arkets, but such 
m eat could not be easily sold lit England. 
The 
usual flocks that conto to our m arkets are very in­ 
ferior. 
The people are anxious for m uttou—good 
m utton—and it will he profitable to the oue who 
pends It to m arket.—[F arm and Fireside. 


A C ow W ith F irst C a lf. 
It is often the case when a heifer has h er first 
calf th a t the farm er th in k s site will not give more 
m ilk than will keep her calf in good condition, 
and lets them run together to teach lier the mys­ 
tery of being milked w hen she has lier next calf, 
says an exchange. 
In this decision there are two 
m ist ikes th at go far to spoil the cow for future 
usefulness. 
Cows, says a 
contem porary, are 
largely creatures of habit, and with th eir first ealf 
everything is new and strange to them , and thev 
readily subm it ta be m ilked, and think it Is all 
right ; hut suffer them to run with the calf the 
first season, and a vicious habit Is established 
th a t 
they 
will 
hardly 
forget in 
a life­ 
time. 
If they ever 
subm it 
to 
be 
m ilked 
quietly, 
it 
is 
evidently 
under 
pro­ 


test. 
But 
there 
Is 
a 
greater 
objection 
than this; the calf running w ith the cow draw s 
the milk every hour or two, so that the milk ves- 
vels are not, ’a t any tim e, distended with m ilk, 
though the quantity secreted in a given tim e may 
be large. 
But this is the natural tim e to distend 
the milk tincts and expand the under to a good 
capacity for holding m ilk. 
W hen, with h er next 
calf, you require the m ilk to be retained twelve 
hours, the udder becomes hard and painful, and 
the milk leaks from the teats, or, more likely, 
nature accom m odates Hic quantity of m ilk secret­ 
ed to the capacity to retain It, and Ute cow be­ 
comes perm anently a sm all m ilker. Much of the fu­ 
ture ch aracter of a cow, therefore, depends on her 
treatm ent w ith her first calf. Everything th at dis­ 
turbs tne quietness of a cow Im pairs tile nitlk both 
in quantity and quality. To obtain the best results, 
therefore, there should Lie a regular tim e and place 
of m ilking, and as far as possible Hie milking 
should be done by the sam e person. 
Any cow can 
be m ilked dry in "a few weeks by irregular milking, 
som etim es a t Intervals of tw enty-four hours and 
som etim es of six. Separation from lier u^unl com­ 
pany, a change to new location, a strange m ilker, 
and, above all, a blustering m intier and scolding 
voice, are sources of irritation that, more or less, 
im pair the milking qualities of a cow. 
No cow 
tinder Hie influence of fear will give ber full 
quantity of m ilk.—[A m erican Stock B reeder. 


C u c u m b e r ! a M o n ey C ro o . 
The grow ing of cucum bers for pickles is an im ­ 
portant branch of farm gardening. 
It m ight be 
m ade a profitable 
industry on m any farm s lf 
farm ers would grow them largely and m anufac­ 
ture them into pickles ready for use on the farm* 
and then, during the season, Job them out to tile 
m arketm eii in our cities an d . villages. 
But as 
usually grown and sold green to the pickle facto­ 
ries in the cities, cucum ber culture is much like 
Hie milk business—Hie contractors get all the 
profits. 
T here need be but little fear of over­ 
stocking Hie m arket, tor the largest p a rt of the 
pickles tit m arket are grown aud prepared a t the 
W est, and shipped to large wholesale dealers hi 
Boston and New York, who job them out to tho 
grocers and 
m arketm eii through the E a s te r 


Att acre of good land, w ith liberal m anuring, 
will produce cucum bers enough for th irty to forty 
barrels of pickles, which will sell for from $8 lo 
*12 per barrel, according to size and quantity. 
Pickles are graded according to size Into three 
grad es—coarse, 600 to 800 per b arrel; medium s, 
1200 to 1600 per b a rre l; line, 3000 to 3500 per 
barrel. W hen sold green to the contractors, a t the 
common price of 12V* cents per IOO. a barrel of 
m edium s containing 1500 brings $1 87, which In 
m arket Is worth $8 or $9. Who m akes the profit? 
(H cum bers for pickles m ay be planted from 
Ju n e 15 to June 3 0 -a b o u t the 20th is Hie best 
tim e. 
I usually plant them on a fresn-turned sod, 
after taking off an early crop of hay. T o produce 
a good crop they require a liberal supply of ma­ 
nure, both sprea*d on and In the hill. 
I t may be 
stable m autire or chem icals, both together or either 
alone, but I prefer both. I usually apply itbout ten 
loads of m anure to 600 pounds of chem icals per 
acre, spread broadcast aud a m ixture of hen ma­ 
nure and chem icals in the hills. Cucum bers should 
be planted about five feet ap art each way. 
If 
attacked by bugs they should be dusted with 
plaster aud paris green. 
M issing hills should be 
replanted until as late as Ju n e IO. 
Ten or twelve 
seeds should be dropped in the Dills, and after 
danger from bugs Is past they should be thinned 
to five plants. 
As soon as the first cucum bers are two or three 
inches long the picking should com m ence, and be 
continued as often as the pickles are large citough. 
In very favorable w eather this will be every day, 
but usually once in tw o days will be as often as It 
will pay to go over the ground. 
Iii picking care 
m ust be used to avoid disturbing Ute vines more 
than is necessary. 
All large cucum bers which 
have been m issed in previous pickings should he 
gathered when seen. If too large to use they may 
be fed to stock. 
If left on Ute vines and allow ed 
to go to seed, they will check the production of 
new ones. 
A fter picking, the encum bers should be exposed 
as little as possible to the sunlight, and soon 
w ashed and packed In brine. 
Lard tierces, after 
cleaning w ith hot w ater, m ake excellent casks for 
storage. 
In sailing, the cucum bers should he 
packed w ith two quarts of salt 
per 
bushel. 
Enough brine should be added to cover them. 
M ake it by dissolving salt In cold w ater until it 
will float a potato. 
The pickles should be stowed 
in a cool cellar and the tops of the casks should 
be covered with loose heads, will ell will require 
w eighting Witt) a stone to keep the pickles under 
Ute brine. 
Tne casks will need looking after 
once a week to see th a t the brine covers the 
pickles. 
Additional brine should be added as It 
evaporates or leaks out of the casks. 
W hen the pickles are wanted for m arket they 
may be freshened by soaking In cold w ater for 
three days, changing the w ater every day. 
They 
are then covered with cold vinegar, w ith a liberal 
allow ance of various spices and alum enough to 
harden them , about a pound to the barrel. 
Keep 
them In all stages aw ay front brass or copper, un­ 
less it Is desired to color them a bright green and 
a t the sam e time poison them . 
A very little cop­ 
per will solely do both, but alum will not. 
E ither 
eider or w hite wine vinegar may be used, or a p art 
of each. 
Cider vinegar glRes the hest flavor and 
In cold w eather is just as good, but white wine 
vinegar is the only kind winch will keep them lit 
hot w eather, or at any season In a hot loom. 
I 
like, except in the very hottest w eather, to use a 
m ixture of p art while wino vinegar aud p a rt cider 
vinegar. 


H ay D ay. 
Seedtim e is over, planting will soon be past, and 
in a few w eeks a t longest haym aking will be here. 
Every fan n er will hail the tim e with joy. 
To most 
of tis It m eans the beginning of annual rew ards, 
and this year the abu n d an t m oist w eather has 
Placed the hay crop alm ost a certain ty in m ost 
places. 
T h at crop is att im portant one now in 
O ntario, and as stock-raising becom es more com­ 
mon, as it m ust, ti will become a more im portant 
p art of our productions. 
Good hay Is a necessity 
of Ute hour am ong fan n ers, and I believe that 
among a great many it is the poorest eared for 
crop on the list. Monte men seem to think Hint 
Ute old statem ent “ tit ke hay when Ute sun shines” 
is a com pendium of all th a t is good with regard to 
hay-m aking. J have learned much to the contrary, 
and I nave concluded th at none of our crops need 
more careful attention during harvest than our 
itav crop. 
Tile time of cutting hay, of course, lias 
been a mueli debated question. 
Some have de­ 
c r ie d for early cutting; otlteis for “ rip e” cutting 
just as strongly, 
it is according to toe quantity 
of album en aud sugar th a t hay contains tiiat it Is 
valuable, and, if cut a t tim es when it contains 
these 
ingredients 
in 
greatest 
quantity, 
It 
will 
be 
the 
m ost 
tasty, 
digestible, 
aud 
profitable. 
I 
cut 
my 
tim othy 
wnen 
the 
flowers have 
ju*t begun to fall, and when 
Hie blossom s of Ute clover are ju st beginning to 
change their color, and I find tli.it tho hay is- 
readily eaten to the last straw by my horses and 
cattie. 
They clear it u p a s though tiiey enjoyed 
it not as though they required it. 
Tills Is the right 
tim e. but of course it is not alw ays possible to do 
so. 
It cut too early the hay gets m usty, aud if cut 
too late it has lost its nourishm ent. T he grass lias 
three periods of life, just as luau—a period of pie- 
m ature. Im perfect stale, a period of com pletion 
and a period in which, having Iulfilled its office, 
Hie bearing of seed, it loses its vitality and begins 
to decay—and the proper time to cut it is In the 
middle of these three periods, when it will con­ 
tam Mio greatest nourishm ent, be capable of Hie 
best curative processes, and be the m ost valuable 
to w hatever consumes it. 
Curing hay is an Im portant point, too. F irst, 
you m ust be careful about your time of cutting, in 
order to avoid rain and the sco rn .lug sun. 
A lter 
a storm which lias had a good stiff wind there is 
usually a lengthy period of tine, fair w eather, and 
tilt sun is not so “cooking.” 
W hen too much sun 
pours down upon the hay it becom es brittle aud 
more insipid Ilian lf cured under a m ilder sun. 
It 
ts my rule to have good cutting bars, th a t will cut 
early in the morning, and to quit cutting wheu the 
sun gets very hot, say 9.30 or IO o'clock. 
This Is 
gooif for the h a y ; it Is equally good for man aud 
beast. 
Then at 4 or 5 o’clock in the afternoon the 
machine can be started again. 
W hat is cut on 
M onday morning, with favorable w eather, should 
be draw n in on T uesday aftern o o n ; and so on. 
There Is no use In letting hay rem ain out until it 
Is fairly cooked by the sun, for then, when raked, 
it will lose all of its leaves, a valuable p a rt of the 
crop. 
Iii ru ttin g Daylit the barn it is a g reat m istake 
to throw It in loosely, 
lf it Is throw n in tightly, 
and the barn well closed up, it will heat Ute less. 
N otw ithstanding a statem ent In the F arm er some 
tim e ago, I like lime on my hay; it is a preventa­ 
tive of Hie Heaves, and, unlike salt, does not in­ 
crease the thirst of Hie horse, w hich increased 
th irst results injuriously- 
Tim othy does not dry 
or cure so rapidly as clover, and hence needs m ote 
exposure, but pretty much the sam e system m ust 
be adopted. 
A nother word and I will qffit. W hat 
does it cost to raise hay? 
We cannot count on 
over tw o tous to Ute acre, and lots of m eadows do 
not yield that, (.’an we then afford to sell hay at $5 
and $6 per ton? No! Then w hat shall we do? 
Follow w hat a num ber of your correspondents 
have advised, and w hat my own Intelligence tells 
me Is rig h t—feed our hay —retain our m anure and 
sell our sleek, cattle, sheep or horses, whichever 
we fancy.—[Canada F arm er. 


S e a s o n a b le N o te s, 
Sw eet m ilk, sour m ilk and butterm ilk are all 
excellent for every sort of p o u ltry a t all ages, and 
w hoever is so situ ated as to com m and a good sup­ 
ply is favored w ith one of Ute elem ents of suc­ 
cess In keeping fowls in tlirift; it Is especially 
valuable to give to poultry kept shut up, as it is 
very nearly equivalent to Insect forage. 
A good egg food for feeding poultry once or 
tw ice a week is to boil a quart of bunns to a thick 
soup. Then thicken witli m eal; add salt and pep­ 
per. 
Fed warm on cold m ornings, Hie fowls will 
eat It quickly, and the beans furnish quite a largo 
proportion of M itogen for the album en of tho 
eggs. 
W hen the comb of a fowl Is large and bright 
colored, showing it to be full of blood, and shak­ 
ing w ith everv activity of Hie bird, she is In a 
healthy condition. 
W ith this coiiuitlon of the 
com b you will discover tho utm ost activity in 
your fowls, starting a t every sound or m otion. On 
the contrary, if the edges of the com b and w attles 
are a purplish red and Hie m ovem ents sluggish, 
there is disease ana danger. 
T he effect of lii-breedlm t often m anifests Itself in 
the size of the fowls. 
They are frequently over, 
h u t m ore often under size. Or some of Hie fem ales 
may prove to be good producers; others may be 
barren. 
They ate very liable to diseases, if in­ 
deed th eir spent constitutions do not engender 
them . 
In answ er to a question as to w hat is the best 
grain food for milch cows, Professor A rnold rec­ 
omm ends four part of bran, two parts of corn­ 
m eal aud one p a rt of linseed m eal, as having 


given blin the best results lit proportion to cost 
of any diy food he had ever used. 
Milch cows should alw ays have a t least 
a 
sm all am ount of some kind of green food, such 
as roots or ensilage, when other green food is 
not in season, Stteii a ration will do m uch to totft: 
up their general health, as well as to increase the 
flow of milk. 
For the in xt two m onths keep a sharp lookout 
for Ute cu rran t worm. 
N othing is a m ote efficient 
destroyer of this pest than powdered hellebore 
mixed with w ater, iu the proportion of an ounce 
to a palllul, and sprinkled freely on the bushes. 
H ot w ater, a littie hotter than one can bear the 
hand iii, show ered 
plentifully on the bushes, 
will dislodge m ost of the larvie, and when on 
the ground they can he trodden on and destroyed. 
Ii am i-picking may also be resorted lo, especially 
when Hie insects are young and feeding lit groups 
of tw enty to forty on a leaf. 
If each man would feel a responsibility for the 
condition of the roads lit hi* district, lit proportion 
to the am ount of lits travel over them , we should 
soon have highw ays very much im proved. 
One cow, well fed and well eared for, is worth 
tw o Ut t are poorly fed and eared for. Many a 
dairy m ight give aw ay half the cows and m ake 
m oney by It. 
It is the sam e with Hie farm . One 
field well m anured aud tilled is wortli half a dozen 
th a t are neglected. 
The ow ner of the form er 
would be rich, while th at of the latter would 
alw ays be poor—a poor matt because a poor 
farm er. 
Good care, under all circum stances and at all 
tim es, is a pi lute necessity to success in breeding 
fowls. 
Care m ust be taken th a t chickens are not brood­ 
ed on cold .wet ground. 
T here is no one thing which conduces more to 
cleanliness and healthfulness In poultry breeding 
than a liberal coat of w hitew ash. 
The liens should he s-t where the laying hens 
cannot disturb them . in a separate, bouse or yard, 
aud supplied with fresh w ater and grain. Before 
placing the eggs under the lieu dust her with sul­ 
phur, and four days before the eggs hatch the 
dusting may be rep eated ; this Keeps away all 
verm in. 
W hile It Is tru e th a t young liens lay more eggs 
p er year than old ones, they do not m ake so good 
setters nor so careful m others. 
T here Is a great 
difference lit the ch aracter of fowls In this respect, 
and a little w atchfulness will soon teach the care­ 
ful atten d an t which ones will be best to set. 
F atten stock in the stall. 
T urn them out for 
exercise, but never teed 
ti Hie yard. 
T he anim al 
th at is obliged to light for Its food am ong the herd, 
and then eat it alter It has been fouled and tram ­ 
pled, cannot thrive up to Its fullest capacity. 
T here Is also ait enorm ous w aste of food when 
given iii tills m anner. 
In feeding calves by hand g reat care should be 
exercised to have the food of the right tem pera­ 
tu re —as nearly as possible th a t of milk fresh from 
tho udder—and to feed often enough to prevent 
the calf from getting excessively hungry and then 
over-eating. 
By neglect of 
these precautions 
prom ising calves are often seriously injured, lf not 
killed outright. 
T he scat city of farm help in New England is 
not so m arked as it was a year ago. 
The reason 
Is th at m anufacturing is not as prosperous, and in 
the centre of population m any laborers are Idle. 
B um pkins can be grown w ith corn w ithout In­ 
juring the crop of the la tte r; this to the fan n er is 
killing two birds w ith one stone. 
W hile pum p­ 
kins are not so good as roots for stock, they are 
valuable food in autum n and early w inter, and 
w hen we consider th a t as a general rule every 
crop requires all of the ground It occupies, pump­ 
kins are exceedingly profitable wheu raised in the 
corn fields; they should be planted In every third 
hill in every third row. 
We have seen the ground 
alm ost covered w ith them after the corn stalks 
have been rem oved iu the fall of Ute year lu some 
of our W estern fields. 
Between grass anil hay In 
the early w inter, pum pkins eau be fed to milch 
cows with a good deal of profit, so they can to 
stock of any description. 
Jam es Fellow s of H enniker, N. H „ prepared a 
dom estic fertilizer from hen m anure, night soil, 
plaster, soot and m uck, at an expense of Bs* than 
$15, and talked 103Va bushels of ears of corn of 
eighty pouuds each. 
The area of land was half an 
acre. 
N othing so surely predicts the success of a bee­ 
keeper as his m aking leady for the honey harvest 
in good time. 
This lie can best do by observing 
each year the date at which honey-producing 
bloom opens. 
W hat has been is likely to occur 
again, aud lf certain bloom was out at a certain 
date last year it is reasonable to expect It a t an 
approxim ate period tiffs. A record carefully kept 
cad i year will give all necessary data, 
it should 
be borne in m ind th at different sections varv in 
both the bloom ing season aud lit bloom. 
In keep­ 
ing tne record alluded to it would be well to insert 
brief rem arks in regard to the condition of tho 
bees and am ount and quality of honey stored. 
One of the great secrets of success In pnultry- 
Kceptug is colonization; separate Hie cockerels 
from the pullets, aud pullets from th e hens, one 
hock of hens front another, large chicks front 
sm all ones; and by these divisions you every tim e 
increase your chances of success, aud avert many 
catastrophles th a t would surely befall oue large 
flock together. 
Tile radish comes In when m ost all other vege­ 
tables are scarce, and, as a m atter of course, when 
everyone is hungry for the product of the garden. 
They are raised w ithout labor or tro u b le ; all th at 
is required is a rich soil. They w ant to be sowed 
early for lite first crop, then for a succession a i 
two weeks ap art. 
W nen planted 
on poor soil 
they make a slow growth, and have a tendency to 
be stringy, hard, tough and w orthless; a radisit to 
be crisp and palatable m ust be forced, 
it m ust 
grow right aioug from the start. 
Tile constant grow tlt in num bers and power of 
farm ers’ organization, in granges and farm ers’ 
‘clubs throughout this country, is one of tne m ost 
hopeful signs of the tim es. 
Every other class In 
the com m unity bas its union, Its excltaugc, its co­ 
operative association; why should nor the tan n ers 
com bine to become better acquainted one with an­ 
other, and to discuss their m utual requirem ents? 
T here Is decided force and em phasis iii concert of 
thought and action. 
Farm ers have ever been too 
backw ard Hattie assertion of their rights aud opin­ 
ions. 
It is now thought by some th at It Is b etter to 
have the fodder partly dried before culting to put 
in the silo, in order to avoid th esu rp iu s m oisture. 
If your field gets weedy before the potatoes are 
large enough to hoe, it will do no harm to rover 
them and the weeds with earth , even lf they are 
two incites high. 
T here is hardly a m ore valuable plant in Hie 
garden titan sage, i t Is easily raised. 
The plants 
should lie set about eighteen Inches ap art iii row s 
three feet distant. 
Sage will grow on alm ost any 
land we have, and lf properly m ulched will stand 
our coldest and most severe w inters. 
It is verv 
necessary th at the plants should lie cultivated 
frequently, and no weeds should be perm itted to 
choke them . it alw ays brings a good price in m ar­ 
kets. and a sm all, or, for th a t m atter, a large 
patcli usually pays. 
I do not consider it good econom y In the farm er 
to allow atty portion of his Im proved land to lay 
w ithout hearing a crop from one season to all­ 
ot Der. 
Every acre should he iii crops. Clover 
pastures or m eadows th a t have lain long are not 
profitable, as they do not produce as heavy crops 
of grass as those newly seeded. 
A paying crop 
from every acre every year should be the m otto of 
every farm er. 
Cleanliness Is of suprem e Im portance in the 
dairy ; therefore, cleanliness is of suprem e im por­ 
tance lit every operation In handling Hie milk. 
Milk Is rapidly contam inated front foul air In m ilk­ 
ing quarters. T o preserve the milk. In its most 
perfect condition It is necessary to have clean 
stables and clean cows. 
The strain in g Is hotter 
done through two thicknesses of linen cloth. 
If 
there is any am ount of dirt to be seen upon Ute 
cloth, it m ust be removed and a clean cloth substi­ 
tuted. 
lf this is not done Hie dirt from the first 
m ilk is added in a soluble form to th a t strained 
afterw ards. 
Breeding anim als are said to be b etter w ithout 
much food th a t has sugar in It. Experim ents have 
been made which tend to .show th at food which is 
rich in saccharine m atter produces barrenness in 
fem ales, especially cows. 
Cases are recorded 
w here m en fed m olasses to tlieir cattle to improve 
their flesh. 
It had the desired effect, bitt all the 
cows aud lteifers afterw ards were sterile. Corn 
has sugar In it, but not in quantities large enough 
to Injure. 
Sorghum ought to be red mixed with 
corn-Iodder or hay or straw , or fed only part of Hie 
tim e to breeding anim als. 
And the seed ought to 
be ground or cooked before being fed to anim als 
kept fur breeding. 
* 
We wish we could Im press upon every farm er 
the necessity of having a root crop on lits farm . 
This Is just the season of the year to prepare for 
such a pui pose, if not as a p art of ro tatio n ; roots 
should be raised for stock. 
It is well known th at 
a root crop cleans the land of weeds. T urnips, 
beets, carrots and potatoes are raised in abund­ 
ance with little labor. 
It is very true hay and 
other fodder for stock is plenty as a general rule 
during our w inter m onths,and produced with little 
expense, but for all th a t cattle should be fed on 
roots: they will be all the b etter for it when spring 
tim e comes. Lauds are cheap. The labor required 
to raise a crop of ta ots Is light; att acre well culti­ 
vated will produce trout eight to ten tons of roots, 
and while a ton of beets will not go so far In keep­ 
ing a cow as a.ton of hay, yet put the two together 
or mix them anti the advantage will be very great. 
Many farm ers’ wives lose far more tim e hunting 
over i he faint for y ellow er curled dock, thistles, 
lam b’s-quarter, etc,, th a t grow wild in rite (enc ■ 
corners or in out-of-the-way places, than it would 
take to furnish a full supply in the garden. Among 
the best aud at the sam e Unto the m ost prolific 
plants for salad Is spinach. 
Dandelion, though 
not sown m ud) yet, is a valuable plant for this 
purpose. 
H orseradish Is very valuable, because 
It serves a double purpose, as tile leaves can be 
used for greens, and the roots as a sauce is att ad­ 
dition to m eats. 
F an n ers should h a v e 'th e ir corn pretty well 
planted bv this tim e In this State. 
Tile w eath er 
during the first we*-k iii tiffs m onth was un­ 
favorable for the early planting, but we have 
noticed that corn is generally a pretty sure crop 
when planted in good season. 
It is much better 
to he too early titan too late. 
Farm s that have 
an abundance of clay soil cannot he planted as 
early as those th at are free front it, but we believe 
it will answ er to nut Hie seed tit the ground at 
any tim e during Ute next ten days. Owing to Ute 
scarcity of seed. we fear there will not be as large 
a breadth of land occupied with corn tins season 
as there generally is in tile N orthw est, but we 
hope farm ers will plant all they possibly can. 
It 
looks now as if w heat won’t be w orth much moie 
a bushel next seasoit than corn will bring In the 
m arkets. 
At the M ichigan sheep-breeders’ convention Mr. 
B. G. Buell said th at where sheep were kept In Hie 
largest num bers there the crop production was 
the largent. 
He thought sheep and clover would 
keep up tne fertility aud largely improve it, lf ju­ 
diciously m anaged. 
The reputed reason why English farm ers find 
the feeding of turnips so m uch m ore satisiactory 
than our A m erican farm ers do, is th ai tiiey grow 
the slow ly-m aturing Swedish turnips, while those 
grown here are of the kinds th at m ature In a few 
weeks and are much less uutrittous.

THE SEA-SERPENT. 


Proof That It Exists in New 
England Waters. 


Testimony of Many Witnesses Carefully 


Examined by a Scientist. 


Appearances of the Monster off Nahant 
and Gloucester. 


An em inent English natu ralist, whose books 
ttpon scientific subjects are well know n in Amer­ 
ica, the Rev. J. (J. Wood, has dared to sav th at 
he is a believer in the existence of an enorm ous 
m arine m onster, such as has been seen on Hie 
New England coast scores of tim es, and laughed 
a t as “ the sea-serpent.” 
In the early m onths of 
this year he spent m any w eeks in Boston and 
vicinity, visiting the locality w here the “sea-ser­ 
pent” had m ost recently m ade Its appearance, 
reading carefully tile histories of the tow ns along 
the coast and w hatever jo u rn a ls of voyagers In 
th e 9evenieeutli century were prom ising, ai el ex­ 
am ining will) persistence and trained skill all 
eye-w itnesses th a t could be found. 
The result ol 
.Professor W ood’s labors appears in an article 
in the A tlantic M onthly for June. 
It Is often argued th at there cannot be a ‘‘sea- 
•erp en t,” because no one has ever found the boues 
of one; which statem ent is tru e enough, perhaps, 
but of no value. 
The bones of elephants are never 
found, and they die on land. 
If it Is shown th at a 
sea m onster has been seen by m any w itnesses of 
good ch aracter and trained observation, some­ 
tim es in M assachusetts bay, oftener on the north 
shore of it. the question ac to the accuracy of the 
w itnesses’ vision is the only one to be considered; 
and when we are told th at by good fortune two a rt­ 
ists in sum m er cruising at different tim es have 
seen the “ snake” long enough to sketcli h im ; 
when we are called upon to read the confirm atory 
testim ony of others In these parties, all agreeing 
upon main points, we are com pelled to Believe 
th at there is some kind of a sea-dw eller th a t is 
neither a whale, nor a shark, nor a porpoise. 
Professor Wood lins exhausted the Investiga­ 
tion. 
He finds th a t as early as 1751 Hie sea-ser­ 
pent was seen in Penobscot bay—and again iu 
1778. Commodore E. Preble, when a m idship­ 
m an in the Protector, lying at the tim e in E astern 
h arbor (N orth Shore, near G loucester) saw a huge 
serpent-like m ousier near the shit). Preble was 
put in charge of a boat’s crew of twelve m en, who 
clus'ed the anim al, but were unable to get near 
enough to fire tfieir swivel-guu at it. 
The crea­ 
ture raised its head about ten feet out of the 
w ater at one tim e and was distinctly seen. 
A n­ 
o ther officer w atched it at tlds tim e for an hour 
and estim ated Its length at IGO feet. 
In 1780 a sim ilar creature was seen In Broad 
bay .near M arshfield, on the south shore, w here “ it” 
had been seen tw enty-nine years before. 
Iii J u l y , 
1802, Hie anim al Kent again to Penobscot bay. 
w here it had been seen six tim es w ithin eighteen 
years. 
Rev. Mr. M acLean testified th at In 1808 
he saw 
a sea-serpent off the 
coast 
of Coll, 
Enc., 
while rowing 
w ith 
some sailors. 
The 
“ snake” chased the boat, aud It was with diffi­ 
culty th at they read ied the shore. 
Iii 1815 it was 
seen in G loucester harbor, and again In 1817. 
I t w an C h ased A b o u t th e H a r b o r 
for some tim e and at last w ent out to sea. 
So 
m any people saw it from a snort distance th a t 
there was no room for doubt. 
At one time it was 
fired a t when it raised Its bead above the w ater. 
It only appeared In calin w eather, and a t tim es 
moved w ith great speed. 
In A ugust, 1818. it was seen for two weeks 
around N ahant and G loucester. 
H undreds of 
people collected to see it. On the U n h an d 14th it 
showed itselt oftep, moving w ith great speed, with 
its head elevated. In this sam e year it was seen oft 
N orw ay. 
In 1819 it was again seen od Norw ay, 
ancVln A ugust ut the sam e year it was observed at 
N ahant by hundreds of people. 
The anim al, quite 
evidently, preferred Hie N orth Shore, as It re­ 
turned 
to 
its w aters quite regularly. 
The 
one 
seen at N ahant In 
1819 carne 
within 
300 feet of the shore. 
It raised its head from six 
to ten feet above the w ater several tim es, aud 
swain w ith great speed, raising w aves of foam in 
front of Hie neck and leaving a long wake behind. 
The sam e anim al was seen tw o or three days 
before by reputable persons. 
It crossed the bay— 
about three m iles—several tim es, anil then w ent 
off to sea, a pparently frightened by Hie boats in 
chase. 
In June of the sam e year Captain Haw­ 
kins, while in com m and of the sloop Concord of 
Fairfield, Conn., saw an anim al which answ ered 
th e description of tho one afterw ards seen at 
N ahant. 
In all these cases the w itnesses, believ­ 
ing that their statem ents would be questioned, 
w ent before the proper authorities and made affi­ 
davits. 
TUe anim al was not seen again a t N ahant until 
182G, aud after a second period of seven years it 
showed itself a t Its favorite feedliig-grounds. 
For 
tw o days it rem ained, passing Into Lynn Harbor, 
and, on the other side of N ahant, finding its way 
betw een Egg Rock and Little N aliant. 
In 1849, after an absence of thirteen years, It 
cam e again as lively as ever. 
Mr. J . M arston of 
Sw am pscott claim ed to have seen Hie entire length 
of the “ snake,” which he estim ated a t eighty 
feet. 
Tw enty-tour years w ere allowed to pass by w ith­ 
out a visit, and his siiakeshlp lived only in trad i­ 
tion. 
G radually It lost its hold on the public. 
So 
m any false alarm s w ere raised, founded on float­ 
ing spars, whales, porpoises, etc., th at every one 
w as quite ready to discard all traditions. 
Sud­ 
denly, in 1875, the old triend of the seaside re­ 
sorts appeared again. 
“ The narrativ e,’’ says Pro­ 
fessor Wood in his article, “ which ha3 
s ta rtl e d the Zoological World, 
w as this 
Some persons on Ixianl the yacht Princess had the 
tem erity to see between Nahant and Egg Hock a ma­ 
rine creature exactly corresponding w ith those w hich 
bad been viewed in the same locality some twenty-four 
years back. 
They even hail the audacity to soe.lt for 
two consecutive hours, to come so close ti) it that they 
could see into Its mouth. Worse than all they actually 
sketched it, wrote tim account of their adventure and 
attested the document witli their signature. The orig­ 
inal sketch and document arc now before me. Perhaps 
the most unpardonable point of all is that the p a s s e n ­ 
gers in question are not ignorant and superstitious sail­ 
ors,but resident s.wtio are widely known and respected. 
They are as follows: Mr. francis W. Lawrence and 
Mrs. Lawrence, Rev. A rthur law rence, rector of 
8t. Paul's Church, Stockbridge, Mass., and Mrs. Mary 
Fosdick. Then, there are the two sailors. Albion \V. 
Reed and llolx-rt O. Recd. 
Tile submarine leviathan was striped black and 
■white, the stripes running lengthways, from the head 
to the tail. The throat was pure white, and the head, 
which was extremely large, was full black, from 
■which. Just above a lbiard-siiaped head, protruded an 
Inch or more a pair of deep black eyes as large tis or­ 
dinary saucers.

G loucester by Mr. George W asson and a com ­ 
panion, who were cruising along shore in a yacht. 
Mr. W asson is a m arine a rtist of considerable 
reputation and too fam iliar with objects seen un 
the ocean to easily m ake a m istake. 
It* E x tre m e Height O u t of W a te r 
seem ed to be about ten feet. 
The head rose o u t 
of w ater about half as high as the body—as lf the 
anim al w ere diving. 
W hen It sank the w ater 
closed over it w ith a great noise, and the foam 
m ade by the disturbance did not disappear for 
some time. 
Mr. W asson said th at tile back of the 
serpent resem bled ail alligator’s, and th at the 
noise m ade by it was m any tim es greater than 
th a t m ade by the largest whale he ever saw. 
Tbe m ain points iii all Hie various statem ents 
agree. 
First, the anim al moved up aud down like 
a porpoise or a w hale; second, it was often seen 
iii com pany with w hales, or on good feeding 
ground for w hales; third, the color is alw ays the 
sam e; fourth, all agree th at the creature was not 
only harm less, but afraid of Hie heats. The first 
blow to the “ snake w orsiiippers” is th at it cannot

w ords, th at lti s a cetacean. 
The Habit of push­ 
ing Hie head out of w ater is decidedly cetacean. 
T he sudden rising aud sinking in the w ater is pe­ 
culiar to w hales; it is effected by a m uscular 
apparatus which 
contracts and oxpands their 
bodies. The fact th a t it has often been seen in 
company with whales lends force to the belief 
th a t It is of the same family. Professor Wood’s 
opinion is th at Hie zeugiodon. long thought to he 
entirely extinct, is represented by this visitor. 
Should it again m ake lls appearance it ought not 
to be frightened away bv boats, etc. 
Above 
all, it ought not to be shot at. 
If wounded 
It would probably m ake off to sea, and ii killed it 
wofild sink and* be probably lost forever. 
Tile 
only weapou which could be of any use would be 
th e harpoon, and the accounts which have already 
been given show thai it could have been employed 
w ith every hope of success.

man in Almy sell me w hite squaw and three pap- 
poose—tw o * girls, 
one boy—for ponies.” 
The 
wouhl-be property of Hie Indian was so m inutely 
described tliat w hat he said carried conviction in 
the wife’s mind as to K irby’s intentions, amt it 
was only through the persuasion ut Beckw ith, 
Quinn & Co.’s team ster th at the Irate red m an did 
not carry off Ids new purchases.

In a letter dated Ju n e 7. and addressed to Chair­ 
m an Jo h n W. A. Shaw of the New York State 
Colored Dem ocratic A ssociation, G eneral Benja­ 
min F. B utler says of the colored people of the 
S o u th : 
Tile colored people, w ith an intuitive perception 
of the right, and guided by an lunate kindness of 
h eart in acting upon th a t perception, refused 
everyw here and under ail circum stances to do 
anything illegal, Insurrectionary or even riotous 
to ald the Union arm ies, while Jhey w ere eager, 
both N orth and South, as soon as they could be 
perm itted, to become duly enrolled Union soldiers 
to fight out tile contest which they saw was to 
result in Hie liberty of their race. 
W hen the necessities of the Southern arm y re­ 
quired every able-bodied white man to leave his 
home he left his wife and children am t all his pos­ 
sessions iii the care of his negro slaves; and if 
there was a sporadic instance where th a t care was 
not most faithfully and tenderly exerted aud never 
to Hie injury of Hie m aster, who was aw ay light­ 
ing against Ute liberties of the slaves, I have not 
heard of it. 
The sam e good qualities engendered tho grati­ 
tude which prom pted the colored men. after the 
w ar was over, to vote universally with th at party 
in Hie Untoii which, in carryingon the adm inistra­ 
tion of the governm ent, had given the colored man 
not only Ills freedom, but also the vote to guard 
ami protect th at freedom . 
Aud if the question 
was open, or could be reopened, w hether ireedom 
and citizenship should rem ain Hie right ut tim 
colored m an, that people ought to vote w ith tile 
party which took the affirm ative on Hist question. 
But th at question bas been foreclosed for m o re 
than tw enty y ears; tor it was. in fact, settled 
when the first colored soldier was enrolled and 
accepted by the governm ent of the U nited S tales 
to light for Ins freedom ; and all correlative ques­ 
tions have passed aw ay forever from national 
politics. 
The tribute of the colored men to tim 
R epublican party of t^ cir votes for so m any years, 
by which it lias been kept in power, would seem 
substantially to have paid th a t debt to the genera­ 
tion who ban given the consideration tor it. 
T herefore Is It not now the duty, boti! m orally 
and politically, as well as the legal right of the 
colored m en, to vote iii th at way which will best 
subserve th eir present interests? 
lu national politics they have no other and differ­ 
ent interests from those of their tate m asters aud 
their present neighbors and friends, aud It a 
sem blance of such interest can he m ade to ap­ 
pear, It is imeausc they are voting now iii such a 
m anner as to make an apparent antagonism be­ 
tween 
them selves 
and 
the 
white 
men 
alongside of them , w ith whom they do and 
m ust 
ever 
live. 
T he 
colored 
men 
are 
tree 
to 
vote, 
and 
ought 
to 
vote 
so 
as to obliterate the color line, and th at can bo 
done by their voting with their friends and neigh­ 
bors uppri local questions, as lf there w ere no color 
line, and then there will be none, because all polit­ 
ical antipathies will have passed aw ay, and tho 
white m en of the South never Had any antipathy 
to the negroes except a political aud ideal one 
against equality of right. 
Tim best advice I can give the colored m en, as 
a triend of twenty years’ standing, is th at they so 
vole as to obliterate the color line, aud so vote as 
to bring them selves into tim nearest an a closest 
possible relations with their friends and neighbors; 
tor w hat would be,for the advantage of the white 
limn in the South would be tor the advantage of 
the colored m en: and w hat would be tor the 
colored men would be for the w hite men.

“ I have no hesitation in saving th at in the m a­ 
jority of cases the use of single eye-glasses is an 
affectation, and an injury rath er than a benefit.”

S ilk Quilt*. 
In reply to the Inquiry for a pretty design for a 
silk quilt we would suggest a modification of the 
crazy patchw ork by using varlous-sized triangles. 
Every Piece m ust be throe-sided, but th e sides 
need not be of equal lengths. 
A piece of muslin 
eighteen inches square should be used for a 
foundation to the blocks, m arking on each a 
diagonal line as a guide iii arranging Hie pieces. 
To have a “ little m ethod 
i i i your m adness” will 
not destroy the careless and unstudied effect 
w hich has proved tho chief charm In “ crazy- 
w ork” and m ade it so popular, but will add to it a 
certain sym m etry wbieh m akes Hie whole com­ 
bination extrem ely pleasing, 
The triangles are 
to be joined w ith feather stitch in gold or black 
silk, and Ute several large squares required for 
the desired size of the quilt put together iii the 
sam e way. 
A m U iet p retty design consists of gay strip es 
seven Inches Iii w idth made lip of narrow pieces 
of silk (one inch i i i width) sewed on diagonally. A 
s tn p of m uslin seven inches wide will he required 
ior found,Ilion, as the s ilt m ust be sew- d to It, 
each new piece added hiding the seam of the pre­ 
vious one so th a t the joinings will be neatly 
finished. These stripes ale Hie length of Hie quilt, 
and are s. t together with plain black silk or velvet 
stu p es not quite as wine, which are worked In 
some simple design or painted as preferred. W hen 
enough strips are joined together to turin the 
quilt it should tie linen with quilled s a lin e ; all 
olive shade is desirable, as it does not soil easily. 
Such a quilt Is especially adapted for lounge uses, 
as it has the ab) earanee of .1 handsom e afghan, 
and a light cover is alw ays acceptable when tak ­ 
ing a few m om ents’ rest, even in Hie sum m er time. 
A pillow to correspond with the quilt is a taste­ 
ful accom panim ent, aud should be m ade will) a 
black velvet baud placed diagonally across it and 
w orked with sprigs of (lowers 
i i i ribbon em broi­ 
dery and filoselle. 
Daisies aud lorget-mc-uot.s are 
very easily aud quickly made, using ribbon one- 
eighth of an men wide draw n through the velvet 
to form the p eials; Hie yellow “eye” is tilled In 
w ith knot stitch, and the stem s and leaves worked 
w ith filoselle or arrasene; the sections each side 
of Hie band are filled in with silk triangles. 
Still another n aliem differing from the preced­ 
ing ones, and yet Having a very pretty effect. Is 
desirable, because all narrow piece's, such as bits 
of ribbon, can be used in its construction, and for 
tiffs reason it is more econom ical ;n m aterial, aud 
requires no ornam entation. 
M uslin blocks five 
in d ies square are used for Hie foundation, and 
the narrow strips sewed straig h t across, begin­ 
ning each one w ith black or lh** darkest color you 
have. ami shading to the lightest of such a - blend 
well together. 
Do not use tile sam e colors for 


each one, as they have a prettier effect when as 
much variety as possiole Is given. Sew the Mocks 
together in such a way th at the darkest part of 
one and the lightest (if another will be joined; 
this elves it a wavy or zigzagged appearance, 
winch, when well done, is very peasiug; a band 
of plain black silk borders the edges. 


P retty N a rro w Lace. 
Cast on tw elve stitches aud knit across plain. 
F irst row — Thread over, knit two, th read over, 
narrow , knit eight. 
Second row—Slip one, knit one, thread over, knit 
three together, thread over, k n it two, harrow , 
thread over, knit four. 
Third row —T hread over, knit five, thread over, 
narrow , knit six. 
Fem til row—Slip one. knit one. thread over, knit 
tim e lo u d lier, thread over. narrow , thread over, 
knit seven. 
Fifth row —slip one, knit four, narrow , thread 
over, knit seven. 
si xiii low —Slip one, k n it one, thread over, knit 
three together, thread over, knit three, thread 
over, narrow , knit two, narrow . 
.Seventh row —Slip one. knit one, narrow , thread 
over, knit nine. 
Highth row —Slip one. kn it one, thread over, knit 
three together, thread over, knit live, thread over, 
knit three to g e th e r; repeat from first row. 


Edging. 
C ast on nine stitches, knit across plain. 
First row—Slip one, knit two, over, narrow , knit 
one, over twice, narrow , knit one. 
Second row —K nit two, knit one, purl one, knit 
three, over, narrow , knit one. 
Third row —Slip one, knit two. over, narrow , 
knit five. 
Fourth row —K nit seven, over, narrow , knit one. 
Fifth row —Slip one, knit two, over, narrow , Unit 
one, over tw ice, narrow , over twice, narrow . 
Six tIi row —Knit one, knit one, purl one, kn it 
one, knit one, purl one, knit three, over, narrow , 
knit one. 
Seventh row —Slip one, knit two, over, narrow . 
knit seven. 
Highth row —Bind off three, knit live, over, n ar­ 
row, knit one. 
This finishes one scallop.

Count­ 
less microscopic plants live, m ultiply aud die 
w ithin It iu ,’lidless succession, w ithout disturbing 
the health ot the body; wtitle others may Horn 
lim e to tim e gam adm ittance, bringing disease 
with them . 
Kveu the form er, It is now believed, may lose 
their 
harm less ch aracter 
in 
certain 
m orbid 
changes of the blood, 
t he great life cu rren ts may 
also became “ sto ck ed "—in we say of livers and 
lakes—with microscopic anim als. 
f?nys Dr. Cobbold, F. It. is.: “ J here Is no class 
of creatures, from the mollusc upw ards. In which 
parasites may m d be found in Hie organs of circu­ 
lation.” T ree Im-imitozoa (Mood anim al*) have 
been found circulating In flu? blood of froVs aud 
fishes, ana even In the h eart of tin? form er. 
Ur. 
Manson dissected some thirty to forty m agpies, 
aud In every instance found quantities of Ilium. 
The hearts of cetacea (OI Hie whale species), 
seals and dogs are som etim es found sm iled with 
worms. One-third ol lim pariah dog* of India are 
believed to comism lm-muiozoa; and so, accord­ 
ing lo Cobbold, do UU ber cent, of itll the adult 
horses of Europe, aud probably every full-grown 
ass in G reat B ritain. 
O ne-thlni of the natives of 
Egypt an? sim ilarly allect* d. 
W hether tho health 
shall he injured by them depends m ainly nu their 
num ber and the general condition ol the health 
otherw ise. 
It Is a singular fact th at some ut these lneiuat- 
ozoa live in the circulating Mood during lim 
w aking hours, and retire, to Hie tissues during 
sleep.

It Is due to tim paralyzing effect of- 
the alcohol on the nerves th at regulate the con 
tractio n of the a rte rie s—tor the arteries are not 
m ere tubes, but co n tract and dilate, like tho 
heart, and this dilation aud contraction depend on 
tho nerves m at accom pany Hie arteries in all, 
even th eir m inutest, ram i hest Ions. 
W hen Urns dilated unduly. Hie capillaries be­ 
come engorged w ith blood, aud the heart b eats 
w ith Iud eased rap id ity because of Hie lessened 
resistance of tho arteries. 
In the ease of the 
h abitual drinker th is engorgem ent becom es per­ 
m anent. 
Let it now be rem em bered th a t it is not con­ 
fined to the surface of the body, bul extends to 
e v eif organ and to every tissue. 
Hence we have 
iii Hie Habitual d rin k er, even though lie may never 
be drunk, a congested stom ach, giving rise to the 
w orst form s of confirm ed indigestion; a congested 
liver, causing It first to distend aud thicken, aud 
then to shrink and harden, thereby obstructing 
the flow OI tile blood through ll. and resulting in 
fatal dropsy; congealed lungs, w ith pleurisy, aud 
Hie m ost Intractable form of consum ption; con­ 
gested kidneys, with various kidney com plaints, 
including even B right’s disease; congested brain 
and ucrvuus centres, causing various neuralgias, 
insom nia, loss of m em ory, m ildness and delirium 
trem ens. 
The drunkard Is diseased through aud lliroiigb, 
w hatever look of health he may have. Any sujier- 
added ailm ent Is likely to prove fatal, for it no­ 
w here find* vital resistance, and m edicine is 
largely pow erless to arouse H ieelim iualhig organs 
to ex|>el its poison from the system. 
A slight cold 
may thus end In death, and a d iu iik ard is p articu ­ 
larly exposed to tak in g cold. 
For, in the first Place, alcohol alw ays lowers tho 
tem perature to a dangerous point, so th at one may 
be chilled w ithout any special exposure-, and, lit 
Hic second place, ii m an who drinks lo intoxication 
I* apt to be specially exposed iii a vat'ieiyot ways. 
The m en d s of a d ru n k ard should rem em ber th a t 
It Is of prim e Im portance to get him, as soon as 
possible, into a decidedly warm room, both to save 
him from a dangerous chill, and lo facilitate the 
elim ination of the poison. 


T o o t h a c h e . 
Those suffering from toothache will do well to 
follow th is advice, as it Is founded upon actual 
experience : F o r ordinary nervous toothache, 
which Is caused by the nervous system being out 
of order, or by excessive fatigue, a very bot bath 
will so soothe the nerves Hist sleep will naturally 
follow, aud upon getting up tho p atien t will feel 
very much refreshed, and the toothache will he a 
thing of the past. 
For w hat Is know n as ‘ ju m p ­ 
ing” toothache, hot. dry flannel applied to the 
neck and face is very effective. 
For commot! 
toothache, which is caused bv Indigestion, or by 
getting some strong, sw eet acid, or an ything very 
hot or cold, I i i a decayed tooth, a little piece of 
cotton steeped in strong cam phor or oil of cloves 
is the best rem edy.

THE FLOWER GARDEN. 


S e a s o n a b le H in t* . 
H ybrid perpetual roses are classed am ong tit 
ever-bloom ing ones, but w hether they bloom free­ 
ly i i i autum n or not depends much on treatm ent. 
T he Dowers ar this season should be cut off al 
once as they fade. 
It Is from file new bud* wfficti 
push from under the old flowers th at com e the 
autum n blooms. 
All loses bloom the better iu 
th eir succession for having their flowers cut at 
they fade. 
So many roses have been sent out on the Mon­ 
ett! stock th a t g re a t care will tx- needed to w atch 
for ana tak e off the suckers as they appear, or in 
a year or two they will kill the grafted p a rt; cue 
can soon educate the eye to distinguish between a 
Mane ti I and the kind grafted on it. 
A very interesting occupation is Hic raising of 
loses from seed. 
G eneral Jacquem inot seeds 
freely, and m akes a good parent. 
A few blooms 
may bo loft to m ature on tins variety. 
to w ard s tin: end of June propagation V*y bud­ 
ding commence!*. 
Tills is very commonly em­ 
ployed xvii Ii the rose, but ornam ental trees and 
shrubs may be increased In the sam e xx ay. Close­ 
ly-allied specie# m ust be chosen to xxork together. 
Propagation bv layering may be perform ed any 
tim e when strong, vigorous-growlug shoots can Do 
had. 
Aux plant can la? propagated by layers. 
Many can be readily pro; acate*! no o th er way. 
Cut a notch on Hic upper side of Hie shoot, not 
below, a* all the books recom m end, and bend 
down into and cover xx itll rich soil. In a few week* 
they root, an eau be rem oved iroin iheir parents, 
stak e s for plants should be charred at Hie end* 
be to re using, when tin y xxiii last tor years. 
The rose hugs are apt lo be very annoying at 
some seasons. 
Hie best rem edy is to shako them 
off Into a pail of w ater. 
The rose slug is often 
very injurious to the leaves- com pletely skeleton­ 
izing tItem. Ail kinds of rapid rem edies have beeu 
proposed—w hale oil, soap, petroleum , etc., but the 
bust thing of alt Is to set a boy to crush Mien) bv 
finger and thum b. 
It is astonishing how rapidly 
they are destroyed by this process, 
t his is true 
of most of the larger insects. 
Hand lucking or 
crushing is by far the best remedy. 
Beg down roses w here a heavy m ass of flowers 
is desired; the side shoots push more I reedy for 
Hits treatm ent. 
Roses m ay be propagated by lay- 
ei mg as well us other plant*. 
Flow er beds should be hoed and raked a* soon 
as the ground dries after a rain. 
Loose surface 
soli prevents the under sN\vt mu drying out. 
Beg 
down beddhig-pl.nils 
w here 
practicable; spilt 
tw igs m ake the hest i«-gs. 
in dry w eather do not 
w aler flower-beds olleii, hut do it thoroughly 
when It is dom*. 
See th at lh.-xx a tor docs not run 
oil. bul into aud through Hie soil. 
G rass law ns require mowing often; but not cut 
down close to Hie ground. 
It I* Hie best to rake 
off Hic mowings. 
\\ e have univ learnt this of late 
yearn. 
\N here It Is necessary lo trim ornam ental 
deciduous hedges, it is best dom* twice a year. 
Square-dupped hedges arc not desirable. Tho come 
lorni gives the best hedge. 
I rim ne tore Hie yourn) 
grow th gets hard, and again a tte r the secuiii 
grow th.

largest, situated in Texas and held by an English 
syndicate, contains 3,000,000 acres. 
The small­ 
est, a neat little garden lot of 5000 acres, Is the 
property of»Sir J. L. KAY. The marquis of Twee- 
dale owns 1,750,000, the duke of Sutherland 
425,000 ana Lord D u n m o r e 120,000 acres. 


B ut it m ust be rem em bered that this 20,000,000 


acres—a tract of land n early a s large as all E ng­ 


lan d —represents only th e principal foreign hold­ 


in gs. 
A nd, In addition, th ere are ca ses in w hich 


foreign com panies, a ctin g upon the principle of 


“ squ atter sovereignty," have en closed, aud are 


m aking use of v ast tra cts of land to w hich they 


h ave no shadow of right. 
These foreign holdings represent what might 
have been homes of their own for thousands upon 
thousands of our own people, or, perhaps, com­ 
fort and independence to the starved-out tenants 
of those same English lords. But it Is the begin­ 
ning of the engrafting upon this country of the 
landlord system, with its consequent draining of 
the land for the benefit of foreign landlords. 
For instance: In a county in Southern Kansas, 
oue of several foreign landlords who have fastened 
themselves upon Hie county, Is an English lord, 
who owns In one body 60,000 acres. He has the 
land entailed so that he cannot sell it. but must let 
it pass on to his heirs. He lets it to small tenants, 
who, for the first year tile land Is occupied, pay 
only the taxes as reutal, the second year the taxes 


and $1 per acre, Hie third the taxes aud $2 per 
acre aud so on. 
One such case as this, embodying the very worst 
features of English land ownership, and there are 
dountlcss many others, is sufficient cause for 
alarm and immediate action. America wants no 
landlordism, no foreign ownership. It is enough 
to contend with the encroachments of home cap­ 
ital. 
Let foreign avarice be added and Hie work­ 
ing people of the country will be compelled to go 
under.

the possib ility that m any oti ors of m e em p loyes 
of th e postal aud other departm ents had suffered 
serious losses. 
The Connection of Levis w ith Hie 
fa il of Burnside d ates b ick many month*.

in g from other victim s.. A t last the crash cam e. 
Burnside found Him self in too deep water.

very quickly fled, and his w hereabouts at present 
are a m ystery.

.O ne of the m ost novel and ex citin g sports th at 
th e warm w eath er of spring develops for the 
sportsm en o i B altim ore Is snak e shooting. W ood­ 
cock. partridges, snipe and p heasan ts do not flock 
w ithin a radius of tw enty-five m iles of th is city t 
any tim e, but Baltim ore and A nne Arundel com ity 
seem to have accum ulated the legion of reptile* 
w hich Bt. Bai rick boycotted in Ireland. 
As tills is 
Hie season in w hich Hie black sn a k es, tin* garter 
snak es aud m occasins are engaged In m aking love 
to their m ates, it is th e best tim e to go alter them . 
A t Hits season th ey are not only hold ami fearless, 
but they w ill even attack an Intruder lf provoked 
to an extrem ity. T hee hover togeth er In di y spots, 
and m ake so m uch noise with th eir h issin g ami 
w rigglin g th at they can be “ sta lk ed ” troin filty 
yards distant. 
The m occasin snak e looks dull and rn ly on 
land, but his bark lightens up into beautiful 
k aleidoscop ic cross-bars when Iii w ater. 
H e is 
Hie ea sie st snak e to kill. 
W hen the warm spring 
sun show ers its rays down on the pools iii which 
th ey live aud get their food they com e to tile sur­ 
face and hang on to a jutting w eed, or else crawl 
out on Hie bank and Ile stretch ed out on lite grass 
or sand . 
One of tliem w ill run before you can 
tread upon him . but if lie bites tile w ound Is apt 
to be exceed in gly poisonous, although not fatal. 
'Ute copperhead or cotton m outh or stum p-tall 
m occasin, com m only called in the South the “dry­ 
land” m occasin, is tho terrible cobra of A m erica. 
H e is w orse than Ute rattlesnake, because lie Is 
m ore .sluggish and gives no alarm . 
Ile w aits qui­ 
etly until the unhappy w ayfarer step s on m in, and 
then lie turns up and puts In tils tan gs. 
Tile proper an ■ sportsm anlike m anner of h un t­ 
ing snak es is to co out with a sm all rifle. 
It Is 
only a “chum p” who would shoot sn ak es w ith a 
shot-gun. 
It would be like catch ing fish with a 
seine. 
It Is easy to see Hie m occasins w hen tiieir 
heads are poked out of Hie pool aud fifteen yards 
range is enough for the average shot w ho can plug 
a shooting-gallery bull’s-eye. 
W hen the bullet 
goes true Hie little reptile gives up the gh ost after 
a few excited convolutions.

Trying His Best to Raise the 
Ire of Senator Brown. 


The Gentleman from Kansas Called to Order 


by Vice-President Edmunds. 


He Charges that the Senate Records 


Have Been Changed. 


W a s h in g t o n , J u n e IG.—In the S en ate today, 
Mr. Plum b reported from Hie com m ittee on appro­ 
priations to th e arm y appropriation bill. 
Tho 
sam e senator reported from th e public lan d s com ­ 
m ittee, favorably, w ith an am endm ent, tl.e bill 
forfeitin g Ute unearned lauds granted to th e A tlan ­ 
tic & Pacific railroad. 
Mr. Ingalls, rising to a question of privilege, 
said tho senior senator from G eorgia (Mr. Brown) 
had referred lo tits m aking a ch aracteristic speech 
on tho bill to refund certain m oneys to th e sta te 
of G eorgia. 
I h a t language escap ed t is attention 
at Ute tim e, hut th e em ploym ent of tho term s w ere 
offen sive. 
H e asked lf Hie senator intended his 
rem arks as a p ersonal and offensive criticism ? 
“ 'to st certain ly not," said Mr. Brown. 
"T he relation s betw een Hie sen ator and m yself 
have a lw ays been pleasan t.” 
"T hat is su fficien t,” replied Mr. Ingalls, w ith 
icy d istin ctn ess, "on that p oin t.” 
The sen ate^ 
then objected to another statem en t in Mr. B row n’s 
speech , In w hich lie said Mr. la g ,lls had not com e 
to the point, lint w ent ail arouud in regard lo tills 
m oney question. 
"A re you satisfied ,” asked Mr. Ingalls, "that 
you used thai lan gu age?” 
“ T h at is my d istin ct recollectio n ,” answ ered Mr. 
Brow n, calm ly. 
Mr. Ingalls, con tin u in g, said that after Hie re­ 
port w as sen t to th e public printer words w ere de- 
liberately interpolated into th e report of tho sen a ­ 
tor’s speech w inch falsified the record and com ­ 
m itted a forgery upon the records of the Senate. 
T his assertion created quite a sen sation in Ute 
c Ila til ber. 
V ice-P resident Edm unds th ough t the senator 
out of order, and rem arked th at if lie had any ac­ 
cu sation s to m ake he m u st m ake them in a differ­ 
ent w ay. 
"That language, continued Mr. Ingalls, " w as not 
uttered in debate, and is su scep tib le of offensive 
interpretation.” 
S enators on the D em ocratic side cried: “ T ills is 
sham eful—don’t reply, Brown." 
Mr. Brown, w hose face w as flushed w ith ex cite­ 
m ent, said : "I d eclin e to m ake any reply.”

Ingalls, who rem ained on Iii* feet looking fiercely 
at Hie senator from G eorgia, began: “ I suppose 
the senator w ould—” 
“ The senator is out of order,” again said the 
chair.

Brown,

to the fortunes of deb ate, w hether of victory or of 
d efeat, blit lie w as not secure aga in st the p grth lan 
arrow s th at tile flying foe m ight see fit to d is­ 
charge from the sa fe am bush of the printing office. 
"W hile tins m ode of w arfare,” lie exclaim ed , 
Is con ven iently sa fe to the one w ho w ages it, it Is 
not satisfactory to tho victim .

the sam e am ount of courage that I* exhibited by I he 
’t hug, w ho w aits until Ills en em ies are asleep and 
then stab s them .

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon about 150 per­ 
sons, who had been Invited to witness the removal 
of the mummy from its case, had assembled in the 
anatomical lecture 
room and 
were anxiously 
| awaiting the ceremonies which were to be held 
I over this ancient Egyptian. J n t he front of the room 
upon a long table stood the object toward which 
all eyes were directed; the case, which was covered 
with inscriptions and rude representations, had 
been cut Into aim arranged in such a manner as 
to facilitate the work that was about to begin. 
Shortly atter 3 o’clock Professor Tyler arose and 
delivered a lecture, during which fie said: “ This 
mummy was presented to President White aud 
the university by Mr. Pomeroy, consul-general at 
Cairo. 
He procured it at the necropolis, in Upper 
Egypt, about a year ago. but was detained at 
Thebes by the ravages ol cholera rn Lower Egypt 
until fait. 
At Cairo a French scientist translated 
Hie hieroglyphics which are upon the ease, from 
winch we learn that this man’s name was T enpi,’ 
and that he lived in the twenty-third dynasty.” 
After the speaking the mummy was taken from 
the ease aud the unwrapping commenced. 
The 
bandages, 
which were ot 
a 
yellowish color. 
about ten feet long and four Inches wide, weie 
made of linen and fringed at the ends; they were 
put on very symmetrically, one layer being cross­ 
wise, the next up aud down. 
The head only was 
uncovered in the presence of the visitors, 
'lins 
was found to Le in a good state of preservation; 
the hair had been closely shaven, hut on the back 
of the head a little could he seen, which was of a 
sandy color: the beard also could he recognized. 
The face was of medium slz.e, with a low lore- 
head, a Bornan nose amt rattier high cheek bones 
—altogether u good-looking face, taking lits age 
Into consideration. 
As the unwrapping was 
going on a grain of wheat, well preserved, was 
found, which was placed in a bottle and passed 
around Unit all might see. 
Those present were asked to look at the mummy 
as they passed out. an opportunity of which nearly 
all availed tliejnselves; after this the bandages 
were taken ironi the whole body. 
Between the 
legs parts of the viscera, which had been laken 
from the bodv, were found carefully wrapped In 
linen cloth. 
The body was hard and of dark 
brown color. 5 feet 5 inches iii height, and the 
nails of the Augers and toes were as perfect as 
w hen the body aas placed in its narrow limits.

number of small beetles that had bored their way 
througu the case were found among the bandages.

beef 
centre was Hie southern confines of the San 
Joaquin valley. 
Every year Hie stoek-raisers took 
stock of their possessions, aud Hie real cow bo v 
was numerous and flourishing. 
He was by no 
lpeans the blood-thirsty, murderous, man-slaying 
creature of late years and the newspapers, aud 
w as only a dare-devil in his horsemanship aud 
handling of cattle. 
True, he generally carried a 
six-shooter, but it was for his amusement rattier 
more than for his protection, and brawls where 
blood was shed were more few and further be­ 
tween than they now are within the pales of civil­ 
ization aud street-car lines. 
Tile cowboy was often a Spaniard or a greaser, 
but equally as often he was a native Californian 
of American parentage, hut burned and tanned to 
such an extent that the difference bel ween him 
and Ids Spanish companions was so slight as to be 
indistinguishable. His armament comprised an im­ 
mense saddle, often fancifully decorated with sil­ 
ver, a bridle with a cruel Mexican bit, a hack­ 
amore, and a “McCarty,” a pair of immense spins 
and a pair of blankets. 
His clothing occasionally 
consisted in part of a pair of buckskin leggings, 
but canvas overalls, a gray-checkered woollen 
shirt, and a stout, ready-made coot were much 
more common.

commonly called “rodeer,” and so on through the 
slang of the trade. 
The cowboys them selves 
were always vaqueros, a term which their com­ 
bination Idiom manages to make “ buccaroes” out 
of. 
But to resum e: 
When the stoek-raisers had en­ 
gaged Their men a number of Hie most prominent 
would meet and call a general rodeo, name some 
naturally favored spot as a rendezvous and also 
Hie country to he covered. 
On the morning of tho 
appointed day the different hands of men would 
strike camp at daybreak, and, spreading over an 
imm ense tract, start for the rendezvous, driving 
before them every hoof and horn of stock en­ 
countered. 
lf the country was thickly populated 
with bovines a forenoon’s drive would gather up 
from 3000 lo 10,000 head, 
which would he 
hunched til the most convenient spot tor “parting 
out.” The locality selected, if possible, would 
possess some natural advantages, such as the 
fork of a river, a bluff, a strin oi fence, or some­ 
thing of the sort that would do away with tile 
labor of guarding the herd on one or two sides. 
A peninsula of some twenty acres on the eastern 
shore of Tulare lake. known as “The Pocket,” 
was for many years a favorite spot. 
Tho “round­ 
up” completed, it depended on Hie hour as to fur­ 
ther operations for the day. 
If the drive had been 
long and successful camp was struck, and two or 
three men from each camp guarded the band 
while the others rested them selves and their 
horses for the labors of the morrow. 
Before the dew would leave the grass the smoke 
of the camp-fires would be seen climbing heaven­ 
ward, as the cook prepared breakfast of beans, 
bread baked in a Dutch oven, jerked beef, stewed 
ap) les or peaches (Without which no meal is com­ 
plete to the plainsman) and black coffee. 
Bv tho 
time ll is dispatched the lowing herd is beginning 
to evince symptoms of restlessness, aud the score 
of vaqueros who stood hy the morning watch are 
having their hands full in keeping their charges In 
subjugation, Great clouds of dust obscure the 
morning sun. and I rom their midst aliso 
'rile l l oil rue Kelluwitig of (lie Kill!*, 
the lowing of the cows and the bleating of Hie new 
calves in a gigantic chorus that makes the scene 
doubly impressive. 
The major doino delegates 
some of his men for guard duty, others to attend to 
branding and marking, others to receive the stock 
from his hands, aud still others to assist him iii 
“parting out.” The men who go with him must 
must he qititk-eyed and clever manipulators and 
thoroughly know every brand and cur-mark in 
which their master is interested. 
At a given 
signal Hie herd Is assaulted, and from being Im­ 
pressive the scene becomes interesting. 
Cinches 
are tightened carefully, for a tumble In the midst 
of the herd m eans death, and then the boss and 
Ids men force their way into the uneasy m ass of 
hide and horns. 
The well-trained horses move at 
a slow walk, and the vaqueros eyes ch sely scan 
every animal mat conies within their range of 
vision. 
Tlieii master’s brand Is detected on the 
lilt), flank, or shoulder, or an eur-mark or dew-lap 
is seen that seems familiar. 
Two men range them selves on either side of Hie 
wearer, and the anima! is gently worked out of the 
drove and Into the open. 
Tile men who are keen­ 
ing Hie mass Intact open a small passage, and the 
animal breaks for Hie plains aud breakfast, 
lf 
the owner is simply branding the additions to his 
stock, aud the “pm ted out” animal is a bull, or 
steel , or calfless cow, he. she or It, as the case may 
be. will be allowed to go as Instinct dictates, and 
return to the favorite haunts from which it was 
gathered 
the previous day. 
lf tho owner is 
selling cattle fit for the market the anim al, if 
meeting the requirements of the purchaser as 
previously expressed to the major dome, is picked 
up by one of the waiting vaqueros and run oft to 
a distance of from half to three-quarters ot a mile, 
and there guarded with subsequent additions un­ 
til the parting out process is completed. 
If a cow 
with a calf, two men lake them iii tow and drive 
them to where the camp-fire has been tanned into 
a fierce blaze. 
The cow is separated from lier off­ 
spring. the little creature’s endeavors to rejoin 
lier being rudely checked by a cast of the riata, 
and iii a moment the men at the fire have tho 
voting unfortunate secured by the weight of their 
bodies. . I ii a moment

the tender hide, the equally sharp knife has in­ 
dicted a “cross crop,” “ half moon,” “ upper hit.”

Perhaps if the mother catches 
sight of the damage that has been done her dar­ 
ling she docs not Wait to be joined, hut proceeds 
to do the act herself; then if she manifests a de­ 
sign to cia ate unpleasant trouble about the fire, 
the riata of the horseman must be brought Into 
play.

The parting out Is accomplished with marvellous 
quickness, considering the difficult nature of the 
work, and lf branding is all that Is desired the 
immense herd is soon distributed over the plains 
again. 
It the owners, or any of them, have sales 
made, their stock is kept In hand by their men 
and taken care of iii Hie vicinity of good grass and 
water until the rodeos are completed. 
The next 
day another tract of land Is covered, and so on 
until every owner has gone over the ground or 
ranges of Ids stock. 
These were the general 
rodeos, and were held annually. Other rodeos 
I were being made constantly by owners who have 
I soil! out their brands or bought others, or who 
I desire lo make a drive to the market, but they 
j w eie small affairs compared with Hie general 
round-ups. While these were going on there was

The Gambling ‘Houses. 
The places iu P ails where gambling is still 
carried on may he divided into three classes: 
Authorized clubs, tolerated clubs and clandestine 
gambling houses. Though the list of membership 
in Hie “authorized clubs” contains many Illus­ 
trious names, the management is very democratic. 
The ostensibly responsible person is Hie director, 
who is in reality nothing hut a salaried clerk. 
The Vulk of the revenues of these clubs Is derived 
from betting aud gambling. 
These clubs are all 
nuder the control of the minister of the in­ 
terior. 
The prefect of police rarely interleres and 
then only by order of the minister. 
Tolerated clubs are tar from enjoying the same 
immunities. 
They are generally organized by a 
number of speculators, represented by a gentleman 
who pays all the expenses and collects the profits 
of tile club—a “proprietary club.” as it is called in 
England. 
This gentleman is the manager. 
All 
his operations are based on gambling, and the 
police have the right toeast an indiscreet eye over 
his proceedings. Contrary to what is the case iii 
authorized clubs, the great game here is not whist 
or la bouilloie, hut that deadly game of chance, 
baccarat, a devil-fish that has fattened on the flesh 
of many an old .man’s darling or mother’s spoiled 
SOU. 
The members of these clubs are better than the 
names which, from a grim sense of the humorous, 
they have adopted. These are the Starvelings 
Chih, Hie Penitentiary Birds, the Rascals, the 
Green Caps (from a convict’s dress:, the Penal 
Colonies, the Prisoners of Mazas, etc. The man­ 
ager Is controlled ny a committee of the club, who 
watch him to find out whether in attending to the 
gambling profits he has neglected other aud less 
lucrative duties. 
. The Spiders la the Web. 
The “ managers” of tolerated clubs derive a dally 
income oi 4000f. or BOOOf. from their gambling 
percentage and other sources of income, enough 
to leave them a handsome profit after deducting 
the necessary expenses of the club. 
Tile “mar­ 
quise” or “baronne” who presides over Hie for­ 
tunes of a table d’hote, which Is nothing hut a 
gambling den iii disguise, must be content with 
Hie profits of Hie “chandelier,” or what every 
winner of a pool beyond a certain sum is expected 
to put under Hie candlestick for the benefit of Hie 
“lady of Hie house.” This amounts on good 
nights to 500f. or HOOE—that is, lier apparent 
profits amount to that sum; but as silo is iii league 
with "Greeks,” who come there to prey upon 
“ Hie green ones,” lier real profits may amount to 
twenty times that sum. 
At 0 or C.fff) In the evening one can get as good 
a dinner (wine included) for five francs as is to be 
found in Paris. 
The company is half native and 
half foreign. 
The mistress, Hie “marquise,” pre­ 
sides gracefully, and is not too stingy with the 
salad.

Since you knew all this, why aid you not simply 
arrest Gobson instead of taking the trouble lo 
tiring about th at dram atic episode a t Jam aica 
B lain.” 
“ D ear Mr. Kelly, I will explain to you, but I ain 
sure th a t Mr. M ortim er anti Davis, who are law ­ 
y e rs have already divined my reason.” 
The two m agistrates sm ilingly bowed and the 
detective co ntinued: 
“ A cquitted aud reinstated by Hie Criminal Court 
Gobsou could no longer be pursued for the sumo 
crim e, evident as hts culpability m ight become 
and had he even confessed all. 
Now, I, W illiam 
Dow, had sworn th at this iii iii should be pun­ 
ished for m urdering Miss A da, and I made hun 
m urder lier a second time. 
Bv striking th at wax 
statue, which he took for nls wife, Jam es Gobson 
m ade him self guilty of an attem pt to m urder, ihe 
effect,of which was destroyed only by a circum ­ 
stance independent of ids will. He, (lien, is under 
the jurisdiction of the Crim inal Court, and, as I 
wished, Hie m urder was really attem pted upou 
Miss Ada. 
Do you understand now.” 
“ My God, my dear friend,” said the chief of 
police, “ I am only a blockhead Uke th at stupid 
Young, w hile you. you 
” 
‘•I only kept my prom ise to you and the vow I 
made to m yself.” 
Mr. M ortimer and Davis joined th eir thanks and 
i congratulations to those of Kelly, and know ing 
th a t W illiam D ow iieeded rest tuey gave him his 
liberty. 
The next day, as will bo understood, nothing 
else was talked of in New York but the new 
a rrest of Jam es G obsou; for the papers, being 
covertly inform ed tty order of Hie chief of police, 
could com pletely satisfy the curiosliy of their 
readers by refining to them the sm allest details 
of the events that had happened at Boston. 
•Tie m vstcry with which the m urder had been 
enveloped was at last unveiled; this horrible 
cl ime was going to be punished. The public con­ 
science was satisfied and Kelly, who since Jam es 
Gobson’s discharge had lost so much ground wlili 
his electors, was in the way to become a great 
m an.

K elly’s p artisans profited so well by the event, 
as the election day approached, th at the victory of 
Mr. Kelly became more certain. 
D uring this tim e Mr. Davis and M ortim er w ere 
preparing the case of Jam es Gobson, who was 
still In prison at Blackw ell’s island, and aw aiting 
to he transferred to the Tombs, a few days before 
his appearance before the jury. 
K itty Bell renew ed lier confessions before Hie 
exam ining m agistrates, aud a hearing baa been 
appointed for the day after elecilon. when one 
morning Captain Young plunged like an avalanche 
Rito Kelly’s office, crying: 
“ Oh! air. Kelly, Mr. K elly! such a m isfortune 
has happened!” 
“ W nat is it? what is it? ” asked Kelly. 
“ Jam es Godson is drow ned!” 
“ Drowned! 
W hat til) you m ean?" 
“ Yes, drowned. 
Ju st as lie was crossing the 
planking at Blackw ell’s Island, to enter Hie gov­ 
ernm ent boat to come to the Tombs, he pushed 
against the guards and leaped Into the w ater, 
dragging one or Hic unhappy men after him .” 
“ And did th at m an also dlsapuear?” 
"N o ; fortunately he was saved, but they could 
not hsii up Gobson.” 
“ T hat is a pity, for I should really have taken 
pleasure i i i seeing him at the end of a ro p e; but 
w hat can be done? H as the river been searctied?” 
"T hey are still w onting a t It.” 
“ Well, let them continue lo search, and lf the 
rascal’s boily Is fouiid let It be sent to Bellevue 
H ospital, to Dr. O’Neil. It will at least be of some 
use after his death.” 
Having said this, Kelly dism issed the captain 
w h o did not understand the philosophy with which 
his chief took Jam es Hobson’* death. 
The o ffic er 
im m ediately reflected as follows: T iiat the as­ 
sassin would have made revelations to Ins Judges 
th at would have brought to notice W illiam Dow. 
and would have lessened the role of Kelly. 
He 
was therefore delighted th at the accused Had ais- 
appeared. 
“K itty Bell, It is true, rem ained, but he knew 
th at by prom ising her the indulgence of the court 
she would say only w hat he wished. 
N ever­ 
theless, a t the new t of this suicide, the disappoint­ 
m ent was general, aud the opponents of Mr. Kelly 
tried to profit by it. hut the m ovem ent was starte I 
in his favor, ana election day for Mr. K elly was 
one of trium ph. 
W illiam Dow w a s-In the la tte r’s office when 
they cam e to tell him the result of Hie voting. 
He was elected with 20,000 votes more than a t the 
I .st time. 
“ To you I owe this victory, my dear friend,” he 
said to the detective, em bracing him w ith enthu­ 
siasm ; “ how can I prove my gratitu d e?” 
"B y giving me the first possible opportunity to 
m ake myself ire fu l,” answ ered W illiam, with a 
sad smile, “ for iii attending to your affairs I also 
attend to my own.” 
"Oil, yes; that m ystery in your lire, a m ystery 
in which Hie pretty and charm ing Miss Jan e m ust 
play a part. 
W hen will you have confidence and 
friendship enough for me to judge me w orthy of 
being your confidant?” 
“ Some tim e, my dear Kelly, some tim e. Jan e 
has gone to New York with her governess, but I 
wish to have lier take a trip, for sue is ill. 
I wilt 
tell you some day what terrible tie attaches me to 
Hits dear child, for whom I would give my life. 
and whom I m ake suffer, alas, from a m alady 
which to any one else would be an liuineiise joy, 
for it m ight cure her.” 
G reatly puzzled a t 
these words, spoken so 
sadly, Mr. Kelly was about perhaps to beg for tile 
key to Hie riddle, wheu, after knocking, Captain 
Young appeared. 
“ Sir,” said Hie captain to lits cbief, after shaking 
banus with his visitor, “ tuey have just found 
Jam es G obson’s body.” 
“ A ll!’ said Hie ofli c r; “ wdiere?” 
“ U nder 
w harf 
32, 
opposite 
S hakespeare’s 
tavern.” 
“ U nder w harf 32,” cried William D ^v. “ Well, 
my d ear friends, was I uot right In staling that 
A da R icurd’s body had been throw n into the 
w ater a l Blackw ell’s Islaud, and oil th at side of 
the river. 
One would say th at heavcu itself 
wished to furnish the proof of my theories. 
H av­ 
ing fallen into m e w harf near the spot w here lie 
threw his wile, Jam es Gobson. and observe, a lle r 
• tile sam e Interval of tim e, Jam es Gobson reap­ 
peared ju st I here w here Hie corpse of tin; unhappy 
woman was discovered, under wharf 32.” 
“ It is w onderful,” exclaim ed Kelly. 
As for Youug he could not Aud a word to express 
his thoughts, only ms looks plainly said th a t his 
form er adm iration for the intelligent detective 
had In come enthusiasm . 
A few days after this conversation K itty Bell 
appeared aloue before tire criminal court, for the 


ii ald Mary, supposed to be Gobson'# accomplice, 
could not be found. 
K itty Bell was simply con­ 
victed of com p telly iii Hie kidnapping, and her 
judges, aw are of Hie services she had n nacred iii 
tilt* cause of justice, condem ned lier to on tv a 
jT'-ar’s Im prisonm ent.

Perhaps 3he w lir yet meet our stout 
friend, Mr. 8 unders. who, after keeping Hie 
Woman of W ax at Ills house several we, ks, one 
day sacrificed it for the benefit of Barnum '# 
Museum. 
W illiam Dow rem ained the friend and ald of 
Mr. Kelly, until an event occurred I i i Ids life wiiteli 
we shall one day n a rra te —ail event which en tiled 
him to finally take ut* place In society. Which a 
horrible adventure, followed by a promise, made 
him abandon.

UU soul is m a rc h in g on, 
suited exactly Ute underlying polltlco-rellglous 
enthusiasm of th at war. 
Tho fact Is therefore not 
so strange as it Is striking, th at the air sprang to 
boing alm ost at the sam e tim e from Charleston, 
8. C.. and C harlestow n, Mass. 
In 1859 It was 
brought N orth by a gentlem an who heard It as a 
hymn 
In a colored 
Presbyterian 
Church 
in 
Charleston. 
A bout the sam e time the organist of 
the H arvard church 
til Chailestow n found It 
among the m usical archives of th at church, and 
titled to it tile fir*t stanza of the present song. 
The Glee Club or the Boston Light Infantry took 
it up In 1 8 0 1 , amt asked Mr. Charles Halt to w rite 
additional stanzas, widen lie did. 
The melody of 
the John Brown song will probably never Uh*, but 
win tiler Hie words will be sung again is doubtful. 
They were weird and solem n and sad. 
They 
seemed a t once like the tuneful note of slavery 
and Hie pean of trium ph In the cause for which 
John Brown had died. 
Tin v Wore sung by 
N orthern und Southern soldiers together m any a 
tim e. as lf In unconscious prophecy of an event Iii 
which they should both rejoice. Soon after the 
burial of tile poet of liberty, Belanger (1857). 
there appeared In Hic Paris Charivari a set of 
verses with tin* sam e general Import or burden as 
the John Brown song. 
I quote from memory some 
lines of a translation: 
B ury B e ra n g e rl w ell fo r yon. 
Could you bury the soul of Beranger, too. 
B u ry th o holly o f lio ra n g o r, 
Bury Hie printer’s boy, yon may. 
B u t th e soul th a t w ro u g h t In th a t p rin te r’s boy 
You c a n n e ith e r b u ry n o r d estro y ! 
The two lyrics may have no other connection 
than that form ed by tile coincidence of sentim ent 
due to sim ilarity of fact.

No m ast, no 
sail, im rudder; no provisions, not even a Jug of 
w ater; no name or num ber on the stern. 
Upon questioning the man they could obtain no 
response. 
Not knowing wli it to do with their 
captive, they decided to take him to the nearest 
village w here th ere was a m agistrate and a 
prison. 
The man accom panied them w ithout resistance 
and w ithout saying a word. Gilly on arriving at 
the Jail did he open Ins lips, aud then m erely to 
utter the w ords:

Again and again tho m agistrate sought to m ake 
this strange prisoner sneak, but all In vain.

There was evidently some m ystery concealed— 
probably a crim e. 
But w hat? 
One circum stance added to the obscurity su r­ 
rounding tins affair. 
To lino tho spi mg which could not be seen from 
the *ea one m ust Dave a know ledge of the coast. 
The man had therefore been In th at p i t of the 
country before, and yet not a single inhabitant 
could recognize htm. 
He was neither old nor young, handsom e intr 
homely, fat nor lean. 
He was not w hat could he 
called a gentlem an, aud he certainly was uot a 
peasant nor a sailor.

Not the slightest Inform ation could bo obtained 
regarding the boat which Had brought the pris­ 
s ie r. 
W earied a t last of Ills fruitless endeavors to 
obtain some clew to tills m ystery, tile Judge sent 
him to prisou for the term of oui) year as a vaga­ 
bond. 
This affair excited great interest am ong tho 
population of the little town aud the strangers 
wiio w ere passing the autum n In the village. 
Ainong'them . the Count Hen I de Servon, an old 
school com panion of the m agistrate, and who was 
passing a in oi i ii i a l his h o u s e , felt a lively interest 
iii this strange,m ysterious case, and before retu rn ­ 
ing in Baris lie placed In the hands of the jailor 
5o0 francs, to be given to Hie prisoner a t the 
expiration of his sentence. 
A year later the count learned th a t the man had 
passed twelve m onths iii prison w ithout b etray ­ 
ing ids incognito, aud that he had then gone to 
live in M arseilles under the surveillance of the 
police.
